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ADDRESS OF THE GRAND ORATOR 
(Docket No. 1) 


The Grand Master presented W.'.Brother Marc Basnight, 
Grand Orator of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, who 
delivered the following oration: 


Most Worshipful Grand Master, Distinguished Guests, My Brother Masons: 


Iam no grand orator in the sense of Aristotle, Daniel Webster, or Franklin 
Roosevelt. I do not have the benefit of a grand education from Oxford or 
Harvard. I talk to people about what I have learned and what I have seen. I 
have learned through experience, through books and essays, and through 
friends far wiser that I could hope to be. I do not know that I am worthy of this 
honor, but I will be forever grateful to my Brother Masons for the faith they 
have bestowed upon me in the Lodge and here today. I am better from my 
association with you in this room. 


In preparing to speak with you all today, I had the pleasure to read several 
past addresses of the Grand Orator. There are some common themes such as 
love, compassion, honesty and of course: God, Man, and Immortality. Today 
I wantto take some ofthose themes to color my remarks, but I will try to focus 
on the role of a Mason in society as an advocate for opportunities for our 
neighbors, a builder for a better tomorrow. 


I am a builder. In business, I lay sewer pipe as a contractor. In politics, I 
endeavor to use scarce resources to make North Carolina better today, and 
better prepared to meet the challenges of tomorrow. In both areas, my focus 
often is infrastructure. The tools we use to make better lives for ourselves and 
our communities. But, in the end, it is not about the things we create, it is 
about how our creations improve our lives. 


I come from an area in our state that was slow to develop infrastructure. 
As a member ofthe State Board of Transportation I tried to be an advocate for 
building roads in Eastern North Carolina. I knew that our area would never 
develop its potential and its people's potential without roads to connect our 
resources with each other and the rest of the world. I have continued my 
advocacy for rural transportation infrastructure across our state during my 
time in the North Carolina Senate. 


Also important for infrastructure is utilities: electric, water, sewer, 
natural gas. These are essential to our lives and essential to opportunities in 
our market economy. Utility infrastructure often determines where new jobs 
are located and therefore which communities create opportunities for its 
residents. Infrastructure therefore, has a great power to determine the 
quality of life of a town, or region, or state, or nation. 


Would America have been in the position to succeed in two World Wars if 
we had not tied together our vast natural resources and industrial strength 
by the railroads? Would we have developed into world's mightiest economy if 
we had not developed a national interstate system? I certainly don't think we 
would have come this far, this fast. 


But, as I stated earlier, these are just tools. Our lives may be better 
because we have indoor plumbing. Our lives may be more productive because 
we can turn on a light switch. Our lives may be richer because we can travel 
with ease and see new sights and enjoy new experiences. But it is people who 
created these tools, and it is people that enrich our lives, our communities. 


The most important infrastructure we have developed in America is 
education. Our greatest natural resource is our people. It is the public schools, 
the private schools, the colleges and universities that enrich our people who 
improve our lives. 


Most people don't think about education in terms of infrastructure. But, 
just as a road gets us from here to there, education moves us from ignorance 
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to knowledge. When we speak of opportunity, education is the key to success. 
It teaches us how to make the most of what we have. Where our faith gives us 
a moral guide, education give us a practical guide. 

I am concerned about public education in North Carolina. I am also 
concerned about the declining state of our greater University system. Without 
them, North Carolina could not have moved one step forward. If we do not 
improve them, the Old North State will not achieve the future we desire for 
our children. 

I want a better life for my daughters and a better North Carolina for 
everyone to enjoy. But that future will be elusive if we fail to invest in our 
people. When we invest in our people through education we give them a map. 
That map allows them to chart their own course and make the most of their 
lives. Our faith teaches us to have compassion for our fellow man, education 
teaches us how to help our fellowman. I challenge all of you to become an 
advocate for opportunity, an advocate for education. Because education helps 
people help themselves and it helps people make a better community for their 
fellow man.

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


It is with a great sense of pride and appreciation that I write my first 
report as your Administrator ofthe Masonic and Eastern Star Home. We have 
dramatic change before us and I am proud to have been selected to help the 
Home prepare to embrace the 21st century. I look forward to participating 
with the Board of Directors in planning for service in the 21st century. The 
Home is now considering revised care and admission systems for ambulatory 
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residents and a new, state-of-the-art, Care Center for skilled nursing. 


As the new Administrator/CEO, I am at a disadvantage. I do not have a 
personal experience with the activities of the entire 1994 fiscal year. Yet, Гат 
pleased to report that I found that the staff of the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home have their hearts in the right place. They care for the residents and 
understand the importance of dignity. They understand that we work in the 
resident's home and as such, residents represent Masonry and Eastern Star's 
best *customers". I compliment our former Superintendent Brother Tommy 
Jones to whom the credit can be given. 


Initially, I will learn about this Grand Jurisdiction and the history of the 
Home. I have been greeted by a Board of Directors who are both conscientious 
and professional. Your Board of Directors recognizes that this organization, 
like an organism, requires resources to survive. They understand that we 
must have quality personnel to maintain our organizational health and that 
our mission must be relevant to the needs of our members. 


Also, we will be surveying the administrative systems by which the work 
is performed. We will be improving the flow of work, reducing redundancy, 
enhancing communications, retraining personnel and implementing a man- 
agement information system with technology. Your Board of Directors wisely 
committed funds toward this latter effort for the ensuing year. 


Once we have made certain decisions, we will concentrate on building 
maintenance issues which have been deferred or delayed during the expan- 
sion study. Again, your Directors have allowed funding for the necessary 
capital expenditures which allow us to maintain safe and efficient housing for 
our residents and working areas for employees. 


Today it is more important that we understand the relationship between 
governments and private agencies. Senior citizens have government admin- 
istered benefits to which they are entitled regardless of income. Medicare has 
been previously funded by participants and is such an entitlement benefit. We 
will continue to assist residents to realize the benefit of Medicare benefits to 
which they are entitled. This helps the Home to dedicate resources to other 
important programs. 

Another benefit area will explore is Medicaid. Eligible senior citizens 
must be previously qualified by the government through *means-tests" which 
generally refer to income. Masonic and Eastern Star Homes across this 
country care for people who, without that eligibility, would need access to 
Medicaid in order to survive. We are considering the impact of assisting our 
residents to obtain Medicaid benefits to which they may be entitled. 


Resident Statistics 


Each resident served in your Masonic and Eastern Star Home represents 
more than a name. Each name is tangible evidence that Masons and Eastern 
Star members accept their obligation. Charity is love and your continued love 
is needed. Let us continue to set an example of love in the world.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
OF THE MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME OF 
NORTH CAROLINA, INC. 
(Docket No. 10) 
The following report of the Board of Directors of the Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home was received and entered on the record: 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


During the year, the Board of Directors convened their regular meetings 
on February 12, May 7, August 13, and November 19. The Board is comprised 
of 20 qualified members of which 12 are Masons and 8 are members of the 
Eastern Star. Directors have been appointed by their respective Grand Body. 
The many important responsibilities are arranged by an effective committee 
structure. Standing committees are instrumental in maintaining efficient 
and effective operations of your Masonic and Eastern Star Home and include 
Admissions, Personnel, Finance, Buildings and Grounds, Real Estate, Long 
Range Planning, and Investment Committee. Regular reports from the Ad- 
ministrator and Controller relate to the daily operations of the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home. 

We have continued to work with a consultant, Mr. Dan Mosca of Advocare 
in Raleigh, and improving our efficiency and effectiveness. Efficiency has to 
do with maximizing the use of every dollar received in support of the Masonic 
Home. Effectiveness refers to the competency of our programs. Your Directors 
recognize that this organization, like an organism, requires resources to 
survive. We must have quality personnel to maintain our health. Our mission 
must be relevant to the needs of our members. 

Over the course of last year, several personnel changes have been imple- 
mented which will result in our organizational health and maintenance. 

Your Board of Directors reluctantly accepted the resignation of the 

Superintendent Brother Tommy Jones. After 14 years, Brother Tommy 

made a difficult decision to accept employment as the Administrator of 
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the Masonic Home in Virginia. Brother Jones is well known for his skill 
as an Administrator and particularly his ability to work well with people. 
Jill Jones, Brother Tommy's wife, served well beyond any possible com- 
pensation. She is surely loved by the residents and staff of the Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home. We congratulate the Grand jurisdiction of 
Virginia in selecting Brother Jones as their new administrator and we 
wish Brother Tommy and Jill every good fortune. It should be mentioned 
that Mrs. Ella Payne, Assistant Administrator, assumed the position of 
administrator until she retired effective February 1, 1995. Mrs. Payne 
performed very well and we congratulate her on more than twenty years 
contribution. Ella's husband, Bill, never hesitated to assist the Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home in its mission. We will miss both Ella and Bill and 
with them go our wish for much happiness in their lives. 


Ап ad hoc Search Committee undertook the difficult task of finding a new 
Superintendent. The title, "Superintendent" was changed and we adver- 
tised the vacancy as, "Administrator/Chief Executive Officer". We sought 
a candidate who was experienced in the long term care field, familiar with 
continuing care communities, proficient in financial and personnel man- 
agement, as well as ableto direct the implementation of future expansion, 
technology and operations plan. Ав well, we hoped to find someone with 
the necessary and important social skills required in our Home. Your 
Search Committee was successful in their search. After exhaustive efforts 
and many reviews and interviews, the Committee recommended Worship 
Brother John А. Rose. Worshipful John has a Masters Degree in Public 
Administration with emphasis on Policy and Finance. He is a certified 
Residential Care Administrator for the elderly. Brother John leaves 14 
years as Administrator of the Masonic Homes of California which owns 
and operates two Continuing Care Communities. He is past president of 
the Masonic Homes Executives Association of North America. Brother 
John is a Past Master of his lodge in California (272), a member of Eastern 
Star in California (202), the Scottish Rite and Shrine. John and his wife, 
Cheryl, are members of the United Methodist Church. Together they have 
served as youth group leaders in the United Methodist Church and 
advisors in the International Order of DeMolay and Rainbow for Girls. 
John and Sherry are Past Associate Bethel Guardian and Past Bethel 
Guardian in the International Order of Job's Daughters. The Board of 
Directors welcomed Brother Rose as the new Administrator/CEO on 
February 1, 1995, and acknowledges the wonderful work of the ad hoc 
Search Committee. 


We have changed the title of the “Business Manager" to "Controller" and 
employed Mr. Jay Morton. Mr. Morton arrived with very good credentials 
in fiscal management and internal controls. He will be an instrumental 
part of the move to improve the use of technology and improve efficiency 
in your Masonic and Eastern Star Home. 


The Board of Directors welcomes Brother James Medlin who has been 
employed by the Masonic Foundation as a Director of Development. He 
too has arrived with impressive credentials in resource development. We 
have every hope that Brother Medlin will help us develop the resources 
necessary to survive and serve in the 21st century. 


Your Board of Directors continues to carefully review, study and plan for 


future improvements in long term care which includes a new skilled nursing 
care center built to current specifications. We have completed a comprehen- 
sive study on the usefulness of the existing buildings and are continuing to 
consider the need and desire for additional independent living apartments. 


Our attention must be on balancing the needs and wants of the members 


and others qualified for admission. All this must be in the context of the 
income earned by your contributions to the Endowment and Foundation,

through estate giving and through the participation of those now residing in 


the Home. 


This year, your Directors have been largely successful. Having finished 
the year with income exceeding expenses does not signal that the members 
should relax their contributions. In projecting the financial needs of the 
future, we can see that today's surplus is required to support tomorrow's 
demand. Your continued attention is essential to our success in flying to the 


relief of those to whom we are fraternally obligated.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
THE MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 
(Docket No. 11) 


The Report of the Committee on the Masonic and Eastern 
Star Home, Inc. was received, entered on the record, and 
referred to the Board of Directors: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


In Accordance with Regulation 38-16 of THE CODE of the Grand Lodge 
of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of North Carolina, the Grand Lodge 
Committee on The Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina, 
Incorporated, met at the Home at 10:00 A.M. on Saturday, March 18, 1995. 
Members present were Brothers Charles M. Ingram (13), Dewey L. Keller 
(262), J. Kerry McLawhorn (305), and Jack L. Walters (735). Brother John A 
Narron (112) was excused because of a prior engagement. Due to a conflict in 
his schedule, Brother John A. Rose, the new Administrator, was not able to 
meet with us. Therefore, we were not able to review the budget for 1994, or any 
of the current Minutes of the Board of Directors or Reports pertaining to the 
management and operations of the Home. 


The Committee began its work by reviewing the duties specified by Reg. 
38-16 and the reports for 1993 which were submitted to the 1994 Annual 
Communication by the Superintendent, the Board of Directors, and last year's 
Committee. In the course of our review, we considered the residential statis- 
tics, maintenance and repair of facilities, strategic and long-range planning, 
and operating income and expense. 


Next, we undertook a walking tour of the property. We visited several of 
the residential buildings (Latham, Setzer, Bennette and Linville), the Mangum 
Dining Hall and kitchen, the Bass Care Center, and the Chapel. We also 
observed the grounds. During the course of our tour, we met many of the 
residents, and visited with some of them in their rooms. The buildings are of 
plain but comfortable construction, and are extremely clean and neat and 
well-maintained. 


The individual rooms are comfortably furnished, and the parlors and 
other common areas are extremely nice and pleasant. We were particularly 
pleased to learn that our residents are permitted to decorate their walls and 
doors with photographs and other mementos in order to personalize their 
quarters and create even more of a homey atmosphere. The laundry and bath 
rooms also were very clean and sanitary. 


Facilities were available for sewing, ceramics and other activities, and the 
library was well-stocked with books, magazines and newspapers. The Chapel 
is beautifully appointed, and is very inspirational. Bible study and Sunday 
School are available, and a variety of music contributes to the worship 
experience. 

Throughout our tour, it was readily apparent that the physical, medical, 
social and spiritual needs of our residents are amply provided. However, it 
was noted by the Committee that television service is available only from the 
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local channels. Special channels which many of us have come to enjoy and take 
for granted—such as news (CNN, HNN), weather (Weather Channel), sports 
(ESPN) and educational (Learning, Discovery)—are not available to our 
residents. The addition of cable service, or perhaps the installation of a 
satellite antenna, would fill that void. 


Many of our Brothers and Sisters enjoy excellent health, and are able to 
travel and visit. The Home has a van and a small bus which are used to 
transport residents from the Home to outside activities, such as shopping and 
going tothe grocery store. However, upon inquiry, the Committee learned that 
many times, our Brothers and Sisters are not able to attend meetings of the 
local Lodges or Eastern Star Chapters, or to attend other Masonic and Eastern 
Star events, such as Grand Lodge and Grand Chapter, because of a lack of 
transportation. Although several residents have cars, few of them drive at 
night. The addition of an additional van or mini-bus would enable our 
Brothers and Sisters to continue to visit and participate in Lodge and Star 
activities. Several members of the staff have the appropriate driver's licenses 
required for these vehicles. If they are not available, certainly other arrange- 
ments could be made. 


Although it was the first visit to the Home by several members of our 
Committees, we all enjoyed ourselves immensely. The Many residents with 
whom we spoke were absolutely delightful, and, without exception, were most 
effusive in their praise of the Home and staff, and in their expressions of 
gratitude to North Carolina's Freemasons for helping to provide such a 
wonderful Home. 


Sadly, however, we Masons cannot take all the credit. For several years 
now, our financial contributions have been inadequate to support the annual 
operation of the Home. For example, 1993 total operating expense was 
$3,630,417. The total income was only $3,468,581. Of that amount, Blue 
Lodges and Appendant Bodies gave $363,706; the North Carolina Masonic 
Foundation gave $203,820; and the Grand Lodge gave $20,291, for a total of 
$587,817, or only 17% from North Carolina Freemasons. 


The residents, themselves gave a total of $2,080,872, or 609», and the 
Home's endowment provided another $297,814, or 9%. The Grand Chapter of 
Eastern Star gave $327,809, or 9%, and miscellaneous sources made up 
another 5%. Regrettably, it was necessary to divert nearly $200,000 in gifts 
to make up the shortfall. By being forced to expend those funds for daily 
operations, we were not able to add them to the endowment, where they would 
have continued to grow and provide security for the future. That is what 
former North Carolina Governor and Brother Zebulon B. Vance referred to as 
"grinding up the seed corn." 


Our lack of adequate financial support for the Home, which the Brethren 
who preceded us provided for our elderly Brothers and Sisters, calls into 
question the continued commitment of today's Masons to our wonderful 
institution. A wise man once observed that “you can give without caring, but 
you cannot care without giving." Do you still care? Brethren, we need to do 
more, we can do more, and we must do more! Former Home Administrator, 
Tommy L. Jones, once said that “we live today because of the past, and in 
preparation for the future." Brethren, our residents enjoy the security of the 
Home today because of the care and concern and commitment of the Freema- 
sons of the past. Surely, we, no less than they, are equally committed to our 
senior Brothers and Sisters, and we can and should and must prepare for the 
future. 


It was the consensus of the members present that the Committee has not 
received sufficient emphasis by the Grand Lodge, and has not received 
adequate attention and support, either by the Grand Lodge, the Home, or the 
Board of Directors. This Committee never was notified of, or invited to attend, 
the meetings of the Officers, the Board of Directors, or any of the Committees 
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or Subcommittees, of the Home. This observation is not meant to be critical of 
any individual, or group of individuals. This Committee is just as much at 
fault, because we could have been more aggressive in requesting notice of 
meetings and copies of documents. Apparently, however, that is the way that 
things always have been done. There never has been much of a formal 
relationship between this Committee and the Board of Directors of the Home. 


Another shortcoming is that, since members of this Committee serve only 
one year terms, the membership changes completely every year. That pre- 
vents the Committee members from developing a full level of knowledge about 
the Home and its management and operations. Each year, the Committee 
once again must begin at the beginning. АП of the knowledge and experience 
of the previous Committee members is lost. 


Also, it is felt that the Committee is too small. With over 65,000 Freema- 
sons in North Carolina, we have a plethora of talent just waiting to be utilized. 
No doubt, there are many, many Brethren who gladly would be called upon to 
serve. More importantly, however, additional members, with longer terms, 
would permit Committee members to develop greater knowledge and exper- 
tise about our Home and its management and operation. 


Accordingly, Brethren, your Committee respectfully makes the following: 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. The Grand Lodge should increase its efforts to increase the visibility of 
the Home with North Carolina Freemasons, and to increase their awareness 
and knowledge of the Home, and its purposes, policies, operations, and 
accomplishments. 


Certainly, the Grand Master should continue his efforts throughout his 
term, and especially at his District Meetings. Also, the Administrator should 
continue his visits to local Lodges and Chapters. However, such efforts also 
could include expanding the role of the District Officers, and giving them 
greater responsibilities with regard to our support of the Home. 


Efforts should be implemented to energize and revitalize the Blue Lodges 
in their relationship with, and support of, the Home. Blue Lodge committees 
should be reactivated, and greater assistance and support should be given to 
them by the Grand Lodge and the Home in their annual fund-raising and 
other activities on behalf of the Home. Visits to the Home should be encour- 
aged, and Blue Lodges should be specifically, and perhaps even individually, 
invited to attend. Communication is the key. 


The residents themselves are our greatest ambassadors. Every effort 
should be expended to permit and enable our Brothers and Sisters to visit and 
communicate with their home Lodges and Chapters, and with other Lodges 
and Chapters. They can tell the wonderful story of the Home in a way that no 
one else can. 

2. The Grand Lodge should increase its efforts to secure greater and 
adequate financial support of the Home by the Freemasons of North Carolina. 


Such efforts could include a larger appropriation for the Home in the 
annual budget of the Grand Lodge, and/or an increase in per capita dues, with 
a specified amount designated for the financial support of the Home. 


3. The Grand Lodge should increase and expand the role and responsibili- 
ties of this Committee. 


In the past, it apparently has been deemed sufficient for this Committee 
to meet once at the Home and conduct its annual inspection and report. 
However, the present Committee members feel that a greater role is war- 
ranted and justified, and that this Committee can serve as an enhanced, more 
effective liaison between the Home and its Board of Directors, and the Grand 
Lodge and the Freemasons of North Carolina. 


4. THE CODE should be amended to increase the number of members of 
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this Committee, from five (5) members, to at least seven (7), or even nine (9), 
eleven (11) or thirteen (13). 


5. THE CODE should be amended to increase the length of the terms of 
the members of this Committee, from one (1) year, to at least three (3) years, 
or even five (5), seven (7) or nine (9). 


In implementing this change, initial terms should be staggered, in order 
to retain a majority of experienced members each year as new members are 
appointed. 


6. Following the Annual Communication, the Grand Secretary should 
notify all members of this Committee in writing of their appointment, 
referencing the applicable regulation(s) in THE CODE, and enumerating the 
duties and responsibilities of the Committee. 


7. Following the Annual Communication, the Grand Secretary should 
provide to all members of this Committee a list of the names, addresses, and 
home, business and facsimile telephone numbers for all members of the 
Committee. 


8. The Administrator of the Home should provide to all members of this 
Committee ample notice of all meetings of the Officers, Board of Directors, 
Committees and Subcommittees, and all other activities of the Home, and 
invite Committee members to attend. 


9. The Administrator of the Home should provide to all members of this 
Committee copies of the Home's annual operating Budget, and any and all 
other documents, materials and information relating to the management and 
operation of the Home. 


10. The Administrator of the Home should provide to all members of this 
Committee copies of all Minutes of Meetings of the Officers, Board of Direc- 
tors, Committees and Subcommittees, and all other activities of the Home. 


11. The Home, through the Administrator, or, perhaps more appropri- 
ately, the Board of Directors, or this Committee, should provide more informa- 
tion to North Carolina Freemasons on the management and operations of the 
Home. 


In recent years, strategic and long-range planning have occurred which 
will have permanent impact on the Home. Plans have been discussed to break 
ground on the new care center, which long has been a goal. Plans also have 
been discussed to lease the new care center to a private concern, with the 
Home paying a per diem amount for our residents. At the time of this report, 
an important meeting of the Board of Directors is planned for April 8, 1995, 
at which vital decisions may be made. No doubt, some of the proposed plans 
involve issues which will generate questions and discussion among the Craft. 
It is vital that we build consensus among our Brethren, in order to ensure their 
continued financial and other support. 


12. The Home should resume publication of a periodic newsletter, and it 
should include all North Carolina Freemasons, Eastern Stars, widows, elected 
officials, and other friends and supporters on the mailing list for periodic 
newsletters or other similar publications. 


Communication is the key. We must constantly strive to keep the accom- 
plishments and needs of the Home foremost in the minds of our members and 
friends. Development professionals recognize that in order to raise funds, we 
first must raise friends. 


It is recognized that publication and mailing of a periodic newsletter 
would involve some expense. However, it is felt that the expense would be 
more than justified, and would be offset by increased financial and other 
support. 


Our efforts to publicize the Home should not be restricted to Freemasons 
and Eastern Stars. They should include the widows of deceased Brethren, and 
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other friends. Elected and other public officials also are an important source 
of support for our efforts at the Home. They should not be overlooked. 


13. The Grand Lodge, through the Board of Directors of The North 
Carolina Masonic and Eastern Star Home, Incorporated, should study the 
possibility of expanding our system of care of our senior Brothers and Sisters, 
to include one or more additional Homes throughout this Grand Jurisdiction. 


Several Church denominations, notably the Methodists, Presbyterians 
and Quakers, have state-wide systems of retirement homes in place. 


One approach to expanding our care system might be to initiate it on a fee- 
for-service basis, whereby residents purchase their apartments or pay for 
their care on a monthly basis. Then, as resources permit, we could make 
facilities available to those who are not financially capable of paying for their 
care in full, but would require subsidization by our fund-raising efforts. 


An organization such as ours, operated as it is on a not-for-profit basis, 
should be able to succeed in such an effort. Our average annual cost per 
resident in 1993 was only $18,428. (The state average is closer to double that 
amount.) There are so many Brothers and Sisters already on our waiting list, 
and so many more would like to apply, and the need is so great. If senior care 
is worth doing at all, perhaps it is worth doing on an even greater scale than 
at present. 


CONCLUSION 


In conclusion, Brethren, your Committee sincerely wish that each and 
every one of you would take the time to visit your Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home in Greensboro. If you could just talk to the Brothers and Sisters who 
reside there, and see and hear the happiness and contentment on their faces 
and in their voices, and, more importantly, observe the security and peace of 
mind that they enjoy, you would know that all of our efforts, all of our 
contributions, and all of our sacrifices on their behalf are more than justified, 
and are more than worthwhile. When you do visit, Brethren, you will 
experience a lump in your throat, and a tear in your eye, and your heart truly 
will swell with pride. We have a Home of which we all can be extremely proud. 
We all can be proud of our efforts on behalf of our senior Brothers and Sisters. 
It is good, and it must be pleasing in the sight of Almighty God, the Supreme 
Architect of the Universe. We must keep the faith, and redouble our efforts on 
the part of these, our most fragile and most vulnerable Brothers and Sisters. 
So mote it be!

THE MASONIC HOME FOR CHILDREN AT OXFORD 
(Docket No. 12) 

The following report of Brother David R. Grissom, Adminis- 
trator of The Masonic Home For Children At Oxford was 
received, entered on the record, and referred to the Board of 
Directors: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


According to an old saying which relates to our Masonic Home For 
Children At Oxford, ^we are not only getting older, we are getting better." 
After 122 years, the Masons of North Carolina can be very proud that they are 
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the proud sponsors of the oldest child care home in our State. Beneath the old 
and beautiful oak trees which serves as a blanket over our campus, children 
have been and continue to be nurtured and loved. We are very grateful to all 
the Masons, alumni and friends who support our Home as we strive together 
to provide quality care for all the children. 


Overall in 1994, The Masonic Home For Children has had a successful 
year. Ав the reader reviews this Annual Report, you will notice our Board of 
Directors studied, planned and worked diligently to make decisions which 
would benefit our Home in preparing for the future. Several of these positive 
changes have been included in the Board of Directors Annual Report. 


As education is a vital part of our total program at The Masonic Home For 
Children, we strive to see that every child is given the opportunity to do his 
or her best in their studies. We extend our deep appreciation to the adminis- 
tration, staff and teachers of the Granville County School System who work 
diligently to help our children adjust to the five schools who educate our 
students. Fortunately, a number of the teachers offer their time to tutor our 
students after school or on campus, especially for the new students, to prevent 
them from falling behind in their school work. Study Hallis a major focal point 
on our campus each evening during the school week. А computer lab is 
available on campus, along with several tutors who are hired to assist any of 
our students who need help in specific subjects. 


The Pre-Kindergarten Program continues to operate in the lower level of 
the York Rite Memorial Chapel. This is the fourth year the program, which is 
a part of West Oxford Elementary School, has utilized the space beneath the 
Chapel and the success of this project has been seen and experienced by the 
students and teachers who enjoy this classroom space. А number of the 
children who are a part of this Pre-Kindergarten program are from the Dunn 
Cottage located on campus. 


In addition, the Independent Living Program continues to be a success for 
our college students. Once the students complete high school, they have the 
opportunity to remain on campus for two extra years and attend the local 
Vance-Granville Community College which is only eight miles from our 
campus. Once the college students complete their studies at Vance-Granville, 
they have the opportunity to transfer to a four-year college and beyond 
providing their grades, desire, and attitude meet the qualifications for further 
study. If the qualifications are met, financial support will continue to be 
provided by our Masonic Home For Children until the student graduates. 
Fortunately, many of these graduates enter the work force and become 
wonderful contributors to society. 


During 1994, the census has remained on an average at 150 children. 
There are a number of applications pending, at the writing of this report, and 
waiting on a decision by a local Masonic Lodge to refer or reject their 
particular applications. Ав the reader knows, once the applications are 
processed by the local lodge Masonic Home For Children Committee, Brother 
Donald Sizemore, Director of Admissions, does a thorough study on behalf of 
the Home to determine if a child could be admitted for care. With the local 
lodge information, facts and material from Brother Sizemore, a team at the 
Home studies the material to determine if we can assist or refuse the 
application. Once a decision is made, the Lodge is informed with the results. 
Many thanks to each of the Masonic Lodge committees who do their part to 
study each application. Your involvement is vital and without your recom- 
mendation we cannot bring a child to our Home. If any of our lodge committees 
or Masons across the state need information on how to place a child at the 
Masonic Home For Children, please contact Brother Sizemore at (919) 693- 
5111 and he will gladly assist you. It is important that all of our Masons be 
sensitive to the needs of children in their particular area as there may be a 
child we can assist. 
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As we think of the children and the special events that affect their lives 
on our campus, we are once again very grateful for the success of St. John's 
Day which was held on June 25, 1994. Approximately 12,000 Masons, their 
families, alumni and friends supported this event which is the largest 
Masonic celebration held in our State each year. We extend our deep appre- 
ciation to our three Shrine Temples, Àmran, Oasis and Sudan, as they always 
unify their time, love, and efforts to provide a wonderful parade and outstand- 
ing food for all of those in attendance. We especially offer our gratitude to 
Brother Lloyd Young, Chairman of St. John's Day event and his committee for 
a job well done each year. Once the celebration is complete, Brother Lloyd 
begins contacting new entertainment for the next St. John's Day and as 
always, this day on our campus is the talk of Masons across our State. As a 
reminder, St. John's Day will be held on the campus of The Masonic Home For 
Children on June 24, 1995. 


Finally, many thanks to our Board of Directors from the children and staff 
at The Masonic Home For Children as they have provided wonderful leader- 
ship during this year. With every challenge and decision that was made, a 
great deal of prayer and study was offered. With every change, each child on 
our campus and the future of our Home was held up as a priority. Thank you, 
Board Members, for your dedication, commitment and support. 


On behalf of our children, staff and the Board of Directors, we express our 
gratitude to Grand Master, Dr. William B. Brunk, for his leadership and 
guidance during his term as Chairman of our Board this year.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
OF THE MASONIC HOME 
FOR CHILDREN AT OXFORD 
(Docket No. 13) 

The following report ofthe Board of Directors of The Masonic 
Home For Children At Oxford was received and entered on the 
record: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Board of Directors for the Masonic Home For Children conducted 
their quarterly meetings during February, May, August and November of 
1994 on our beautiful campus. All the committees of the Board have worked 
diligently, and we are unified as our priority is to provide quality care for the 
children who are trusted to our care. 

During 1994, the Board of Directors made several major decisions which 
were given considerable time, research and study. We changed the name of 
our Home from Oxford Orphanage to The Masonic Home For Children At 
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Oxford. Before the name change was approved, the alumni, along with the 
students and staff on campus, were surveyed. The response from all groups 
were varied but the end result was their confidence in the Board of Directors 
to make the best decision for the future of their Home. In April, 1994, during 
the Annual Communication in Raleigh, the name change was presented to the 
Masons and the vote was affirmative for the name to change from Oxford 
Orphanage to The Masonic Home For Children At Oxford. The reasons for the 
name change was two-fold. First, all children who live at The Masonic Home 
For Children have a parent or legal custodian as the Home has not assumed 
custody of any child for many years. Although we do not have the true orphan 
in our care, we do however have the social orphan who comes from a 
dysfunctional family or has been neglected, abused and needs stability, 
guidance and an abundance of love. 


Secondly, overthe years a large segment ofthe general public has not been 
aware asto who supports our Home. Since the Masons of North Carolina have 
sponsored and given support to our Home for over 122 years, it was decided 
the name Masonic should be enhanced. Since children are the priority of our 
care, it was decided children should be our major focal point. The Masonic 
Home For Children At Oxford will be a name that will take a period of 
adjusting as Oxford Orphanage is a name we have used for over seventy years. 
Regardless of the name, we are, however, very proud of what Masons have 
done to assist children over our long history. 


In another major decision, the first African-American children were 
admitted to our Home in August 1994. Just as all children are screened, 
investigated and recommended by a Masonic Lodge, these children were also 
recommended by one of our Masonic Lodges. As THE CODE which was revised 
and amended in 1977 states: "The business ofthe corporation, which is purely 
a charitable and educational one, shall be the continuance of the present 
institution known as ‘Oxford Orphanage’ without any change of purpose or 
identity, for the maintenance and support of an orphanage or a home for 
indigent children oftender years, to be selected and received as the Directors, 
hereinafter provided for, shall determine but without discrimination as to 
race, color, national origin, sex, religious denomination or locality; and the 
support and education of such children, including their religious, moral, 
mental and physical training, and their instruction in the useful arts." 


Fortunately, our Home is preparing for the future, and as Masons, we are 
still providing the best in quality care for children who would not have a 
chance at life if it were not for the opportunities we provide at our Masonic 
Home For Children. 


During 1994, the Granville County Public School System, under the 
direction of a new Superintendent, Dr. Janice Davis, her staff and teachers, 
have given a great deal of support to our children at The Masonic Home For 
Children. There continues to be a strong communication between the School 
System and our Masonic Home as we work together to assist our students. Our 
students attend five of the local schools and if a need arises involving any of 
our children, the teachers will offer their assistance along with our Masonic 
Home Staff to help the children. Mr. Larry Salisbury, Education Liaison for 
the Masonic Home, visitsthe schools on a regular basis and the students know 
he is their advocate who will act as a parent and speak on their behalf. As we 
have a strong tutorial program on campus, several teachers, community 
volunteers give of their time to help our students with their educational needs. 
Our Masonic Home has been fortunate to receive a number of donated 
computers which have been placed in our oldest students cottage. Along with 
these computers, a computer lab is available in two of the classrooms in the 
lower level of the York Rite Memorial Chapel. Tutors are hired to operate 
these labs and assist students on a daily basis with their studies. 


The Pre-Kindergarten Program continues to operate in the lower level of 
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the York Rite Memorial Chapel. The students and teachers are very grateful 
to be able to utilize this space as the West Oxford Elementary School still 
operates with an overcrowding problem and our Board of Directors are 
delighted we can provide space as a way of eliminating some of the student 
overcrowding. 


At the end of 1994, the enrollment at our Masonic Home For Children 
included seventy girls and seventy-eight boys for a total enrollment of 148 
children. Throughout 1994, our enrollment averaged over 150 students. It is 
our goal to work with all students who are entrusted to the care ofthis Masonic 
Home For Children and to enhance the quality that each child possesses. Ав 
a long term residential care home, it is important to assist the child as long 
as he or she is with us, however, if the child can return to a stable, secure and 
positive home environment, the staff will work diligently to make the transi- 
tion for the child as successful as possible. We encourage our Masonic Lodges 
throughout the State to be sensitive to the needs of children in their area as 
there may be a child who needs the love, guidance and assistance our Home 
can provide. 


Our Independent Living Program for the college students on campus 
continues to offer our young people a well-rounded education after high 
school. Ав the students attend the local Vance-Granville Community College, 
they have the opportunity to complete two years in post-graduate studies. If 
the students maintain good grades and a positive attitude and wishes to 
further their education in a university setting, our staff will help the students 
toward a four-year degree. As a matter of information, our Masonic Home will 
apply for grants and scholarships for the college students but the amount that 
is left to be paid will be made from educational monies which has been set 
aside by the Home to aid our students with their education. 


During 1994, approximately 12,000 Masons, their families and friends, 
attended the annual St. John's Day on June 25 on the campus of The Masonic 
Home For Children. As this is the largest Masonic event held in our State each 
year, we are delighted the participation continues to grow. We are especially 
grateful to our three Shrine Temples, Amran, Oasis and Sudan, as they 
provide an outstanding parade and prepare the food for all of those who attend 
this celebration. The special entertainment is always a high point and we have 
found the artists who provide the music want to return in the near future as 
the crowd is always generous with their applause. Behind the scene with the 
preparations and planning for St. John's Day each year is Brother Lloyd 
Young. Lloyd and his St. John's Day Committee begins planning St. John's 
Day shortly after the celebration is held each year. We are deeply grateful to 
Brother Lloyd for his time and energy as each year proves to be another big 
success. Ав a reminder, St. John's Day will be held on June 25, 1995 on the 
campus of The Masonic Home For Children. As always, the celebration is free 
but everyone who attends will be urged to bring a big smile and a lounge chair 
so you can enjoy a day you will remember for many years. 


Financially, the Board of Directors continue to study the overall operation 
of The Masonic Home for Children as we want our Masons to know the monies 
they contribute to the Home is being allocated properly. We extend to Brother 
David Ford, Business Manager and Treasurer for The Masonic Home For 
Children and Brother Don Williams, Chairman of Finance for our Home and 
The Masonic and Eastern Star Home our deepest appreciation as they have 
given accurate and detailed reports at each of our quarterly meetings. Ав you 
will notice at the end of our report, a Statement of Income and a Comparative 
Statement has been provided so our readers can see how the monies have been 
utilized during 1994. As the reader reviews the financial reports, you will see 
that legacies are down from 1993 to 1994. The donations from the general 
public were somewhat lower over the previous year but the donations from the 
Masonic Blue Lodges were almost the same. It is our hope that we can 
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encourage more people to remember our Home in wills and bequests. As you 
know, we now have a Director of Development, Brother Jim Medlin with the 
Grand Lodge, who specializes in the areas of bequests, wills and fund raising 
ideas and he will be glad to assist any lodge with financial questions regarding 
our two homes. 


Ás you will notice on the Statement of Expenses, the need to increase 
giving is vital to our overall operation for The Masonic Home For Children as 
several areas in this statement show a large increase between 1993 and 1994. 
The children who need care at our home today have come from environments 
and situations where they have received virtually no attention especially in 
the areas of medical needs and counseling and as a result, the cost in several 
of these areas have reached well beyond our budget. The assistance of our 
Masons from across the state is needed as we strive on a daily basis to give 
quality care to every child. 


Ав we conclude our annual report, we extend our deep appreciation to our 
Grand Master, Dr. William Brunk, who has given commendable leadership as 
Chairman of our Board of Directors during his year in office. In addition, we 
are grateful to three of our fine Brothers who will complete their three years 
of service and dedication to our children at The Masonic Home and to our 
Board of Directors. To Past Grand Master, Leslie H. Garner, Brother Ralph 
P. Presley and Brother Frederick S. Daniels, Sr., many thanks for your 
support and commitment as we look forward to your continued involvement 
with our children in the future.

For Children At Oxford was received, entered on the record and 
referred to the Board of Directors: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


In accordance with Regulation 38-17 of THE CODE ofthe Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina, this Committee made its annual inspection and evaluation of 
the Masonic Home for Children at Oxford on November 19, 1994. Members 
present were John O. Coan, Percy E. Sudsbury, and Thomas W. Gregory. Our 
Committee met in the Boardroom at 10:00 A.M., with David Grissom, Admin- 
istrator, Brent Stewart, Assistant Administrator, and Mike Norwood, Main- 
tenance Manager. After discussion concerning the general operation of the 
Home and a review of planned capitol improvements, we toured a number of 
the cottages, the York Rite Chapel, gymnasium, printing and maintenance 
departments. 


The cottages were clean and orderly and for the most part, in good repair. 
The slate roof on the baby Cottage had been leaking and some minor damage 
was apparent as a result. We were informed that contractors were scheduled 
to make repairs within the next few days. It was apparent that a great deal 
of work had been done in recent months as many cottages and the interior of 
the York Rite Chapel had been recently painted. 


We met and talked with several counselors during our tour. Many of our 
counselors are long-term employees. The low turnover at our Home says a 
great deal about the able administration there. This stability is of extreme 
importance to our children and their continued development. 


After lunch in the cafeteria, we reconvened in the Boardroom to discuss 
several issues. À topic that was discussed at some length was the admission 
of the first African American children to our Home. They have been lovingly 
accepted by both the staff and children of the Home and have quickly been 
assimilated into the home "family". Our committee was pleased that this 
milestone had been passed, and that our Home, true to its charter, has 
continued to provide care to children in need regardless of race or national 
origin. 

We asked what was needed at Home and were informed of the following: 
current encyclopedias and other reference materials, a new van to provide 
transportation for our children, lights for the soccer field, and a good used 
backhoe/front end loader. 


Our Committee would encourage the Masons of North Carolina to visit 
their Masonic Home for Children at Oxford. It is an institution that we can all 
be justly proud of. At the time of our visit, here were 155 children at the Home 
who were receiving quality care as the result of the love and support of the 
Masons of our state. Our Board of Directors is to be commended for their 
efforts to see that the best possible care is afforded our children at Oxford. Our 
Administrator, David Grissom, is a man whose job is a labor of love. We are 
indeed fortunate that our Home and our children are in such capable, caring 
hands.

REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE TO 
THE MASONIC SERVICE ASSOCIATION 
(DOCKET NO. 18) 


The following report was received and entered on the record. 
The recommendation that the Grand Lodge continue it mem- 
bership in MSA was adopted and the matter of finances was 
referred to the Committee on Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Your representative was unable to attend the 76th Annual Meeting of the 
Masonic Service Ássociation held in the Holiday Inn, Fargo, North Dakota on 
Tuesday, February 21, 1995. However, I have been able to obtain adequate 
information from Most Worshipful Richard E. Fletcher, Executive Secretary/ 
Treasurer to prepare and submit to you the following report: 


Most Worshipful Richard E. Fletcher, P.G.M. (Vermont), called the 
meeting to order and recognized Most Worshipful Earl F. Sutton, Grand 
Master of New Jersey, who served as chairman of the meeting. 


Following the invocation, Brother Fletcher, Executive Director, was 
recognized for his report. He reported to those in attendance that this had 
been another very active year for MSA. Specific items reported included the 
following: 


1. It was learned at the semi-annual meeting in August that complica- 
tions have arisen regarding incorporating MSA. The principal point creating 
the problem is whether or not the tax exempt status can be transferred from 
the association into an incorporated organization under present IRS regula- 
tions. This matter is being pursued by the attorney for MSA and the Executive 
Secretary.

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2. The investment program has been reviewed by the investment man- 
ager and all commissioners were satisfied that our funds are being well 
managed. 


3. Hospital visitation. Approximately 35 VÀ hospitals and state veterans 
homes were visited in 1994. In addition, the Director of Hospital Visitation 
visited approximately a dozen Grand Lodges and brought greetings to each 
Grand Lodge visited and also presented certificates recognizing Grand Mas- 
ters and long time service and support by representatives and deputies. 
During the year, 30 new representatives were added to the program and 16 
retired or resigned. Visitation programs were commenced in eight new 
hospitals. 


4. Education and publication. Ап additional 12 Short Talk Bulletins were 
printed in 1994. Included in the titles were "Rusty Nail" Degree, Fundamen- 
talism and Freemasonry, which have been proved to be most popular. In 
addition, five Digests were reprinted and three new publications were pub- 
lished, including "Is It True What They Say About Freemasonry?," which was 
published by the Masonic Information Center. Allen E. Roberts, a long-time 
and most active supporter of MSA, published his book, "Masonic Trivia and 
Facts" and a portion of the proceeds from the sale of each book is being 
contributed to The Masonic Service Association. 


5. Necrology. It is always with sadness that we report the death of 
representatives who have given so much to MSA. This past year, nine 
representatives, including Worshipful Brother John H. Lance of Asheville, 
North Carolina, left us to enter that kingdom not made with hands eternal in 
the heavens. In addition, Brother William C. *Bill" Edmonds, who served as 
Director of Hospital Visitation from 1942 to April 30, 1971, passed away. 


6. There were no changes in membership during this past year. 


7. Disaster relief. Additional funds were received in early 1994 as a result 
of the appeal in late 1993 for the six Grand Jurisdictions damaged by severe 
flooding in 1993. An additional $12,900 was contributed to these six Grand 
Jurisdictions. In January 1994, an appeal was put out on behalf of the Grand 
Lodge of California to aid them in their recovery from the earthquake suffered 
on January 17, 1994, and a total of $137,300 was sent to the Grand Lodge of 
California. Two appeals are presently outstanding—one for the Grand Lodge 
of Georgia because of flooding and the other for the Grand Lodge of Texas 
which also suffered substantial losses from flooding. 


An additional $3,500 was sent too the Grand Lodge of Hungary to assist 
these brethren in the revival of Freemasonry in eastern Europe. It has also 
been reported that the Grande Loge Nationale Franciase has chartered four 
lodges in Russia. 


8. Center for Masonic Information. The Masonic Information Center is 
proceeding well. Through the foresight of John J. Robinson and his generosity, 
the Masonic Information Center has proven an excellent addition to services 
provided by MSA. Itisthe desire to the Masonic Information Center to present 
information and materials that are fair, objective, and accurate. More than 14, 
000 copies of the book, “Is It True What They Say About Freemasonry” by S. Brent 
Morris and Art De Hoyos have been distributed. In addition, more than 
125,000 copies of the brochure entitled "Facts About Freemasonry" have been 
distributed. 


In the summer of 1994, the Masonic Information Center was contacted by 
Dr. Charles Sanders, publisher f a Christian newspaper called The Texas 
Messenger. He stated he would like to publish in his publication a series of 
articles concerning Freemasonry as he believed that Freemasonry had not 
been fairly or accurately portrayed, particularly in the Christian news media. 
The Masonic Information Center is cooperating with Dr. Sanders and has 
provide some information to him. It was pointed out, however, that Dr. 
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Sanders is the editor and sole judge of what will be printed in The Texas 
Messenger. (As a parenthetical note, I would report that I have seen five or 
more of Dr. Sander's articles, and I have felt they were well written and fairly 
represent the principles of our Craft.) 


9. The Masonic fraternity continues to be plaqued by the media with 
articles that are inaccurate and extremely negative about the fraternity. 
Efforts are being pursued about producing a videotape about Freemasonry 
that would be suitable for use by television stations. Such a project, however, 
would be enormously costly and the major obstacle to such a project would be 
funding. 

The next meeting of the association will be held in Washington, D.C. in 
conjunction with the Grand Masters' Conference in February 1996. 


I make the following recommendations: 


1. That we continue our membership in and support of The Masonic 
Service Association. 


2. That the lodges and members of this Grand Jurisdiction be kept 
informed by appropriate means of the availability of the educational materi- 
als available from The Masonic Service Association and that all members be 
encouraged to subscribe to the Short Talk Bulletin. 

3. That the Grand Master continue to schedule visits to the VÀ medical 
centers located in Asheville, Salisbury, Durham, and Fayetteville and that 
other Grand Lodge officers accompany him on these visits when their sched- 
ules permit. 

4. That we increase our contribution to The Masonic Service Association 
should additional funds become available.

REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE TO THE 
GEORGE WASHINGTON MASONIC NATIONAL 
MEMORIAL ASSOCIATION 
(Docket No. 19) 

The following report was received and entered on the record. 
The recommendation that the Grand Lodge continue its mem- 
bership was adopted, and the matter of finances was referred to 
the Committee on Finance: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Your representative was unable to attend the 1995 Annual Meeting of 
The George Washington Masonic National Memorial Association held in the 
Holiday Inn, Fargo, North Dakota on Monday, February 20, 1995. However, 
Ihave been able to obtain adequate information from Most Worshipful Donald 
M. Robey, P.G.M. (Virginia), Executive Secretary/Treasurer, to prepare and 
submit to you the following report. 


The meeting was called to order by Most Worshipful Charles A. Brigman, 
Jr., P.G.M. (Ohio), who declared the Annual Meeting open and proceeded to 
give his report as president. He opened his remarks by thanking the brethren 
for providing him with the honor and privilege of serving as president of the 
Memorial for the past three years. Notwithstanding the difficult financial 
problems that have been encountered, it had indeed been a pleasure to serve 
as president. Brother Brigman kept his remarks briefto allow additional time 
to the Secretary/Treasurer to provide more detail and information on the 
various items accomplished in 1994 and what was needed for the future. He 
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did highlight in his remarks the video documentary which has been produced 
concerning the Memorial, which is now being distributed, the results from 
several fundraising efforts, and the plan giving and will preparation program 
that is now being developed. 


In particular, Brother Brigman reported that while the Association has 
made some positive improvement in our financial situation, and it now 
appeared we were no longer forced to consider closing the doors of the 
Memorial permanently, we still have substantial work to do to meet the 
challenge of assuring that the Memorial will remain open. The building is now 
more than 60 years old, and we anticipate continuing and ongoing expenses 
to maintain it. Additional requirements, such as complying with the Ameri- 
cans with Disabilities Act, must be complied with. Brother Brigman urged 
that more Grand Lodges consider adopting a per capita contribution by its 
members for the maintenance and support of the magnificent Memorial which 
has been given by all Masons to all Americans to keep the memory and 
philosophy of George Washington fresh in the heart ofevery American. At this 
point, the Grand Lodges of Nebraska, Delaware, New Jersey, Vermont, 
Missouri, Ohio, and Virginia have each adopted various forms of a per capita 
contribution. The assessment of Ohio is 25 cents per member. 


Brother Brigman encouraged all Masons, and particularly all Grand 
Masters, to make it a point to visit the Memorial. He closed his remarks by 
stating "We have a great heritage in The George Washington Masonic 
National Memorial—a perpetuation of Freemasonry and George Washington. 
Let us actively labor to preserve and maintain The George Washington 
Masonic National Memorial as a monument of which all Americans may be 
proud for time immemorial." 


Following Brother Brigman's remarks, the program was turned over to 
Most Worshipful Donald M. Robey, Executive Secretary/Treasurer, who 
provided the Grand Masters and others in attendance with his report. 
Highlights from his report include the following: 


1. А new video documentary, which was funded by the Grand Lodge of 
Michigan, has recently been completed. Copies of the documentary have been 
recently provided to state representatives and the Grand Secretaries of the 
various Grand Jurisdictions who are members of the Memorial. Additional 
copies ofthe Video are available for individuals or lodges who wish to purchase 
a copy of the documentary. (I received a copy of the video documentary a few 
weeks ago, and it is an excellent production. The running time is approxi- 
mately 30 minutes, and it provides an excellent commentary on the history of 
the Memorial, the organizations that participate in the Memorial, and 
activities that occur there. The various scenes shown on the video are 
outstanding. It is suitable for showing to any Masonic or non-Masonic group. 
I would strongly urge each lodge in this jurisdiction to obtain a copy and show 
it as frequently as possible to any organization or group, male or female, youth 
or adult where same can be arranged. Not only will viewers learn a great deal 
about George Washington and the Memorial, it will provide an excellent 
introduction to them about our fraternity in a very subtle manner. Copies can 
be obtained from Donald M. Robey, Executive Secretary/Treasurer, The 
George Washington Masonic National Memorial Association, 101 Callahan 
Drive, Alexandria, Virginia 22301 at a cost of $24.50, including postage. 
Checks should be payable to GWMNMA.) 


2. Fundraising activities. Several fundraising activities previously com- 
menced by the Association appeared to pay increasing dividends in 1994. The 
Return Address Labels Program generated income of $134,000. The Grandfa- 
ther Clock Program generated $105,000. Final results are not in, but it 
appears the Holiday Ornament Program will produce something in the range 
of $18,000 to $20,000. From these funds, the Memorial was able to repay 
$75,000 to the Endowment Fund to reduce the funds borrowed to replace the 
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tower windows in 1989. Hopefully, this entire indebtedness can be repaid within 
the next two years. 


3. Fund management. 1994 was the first full year under our new invest- 
ment manager for the Endowment Fund. Regrettably, the value ofthe holding 
in the Endowment Fund was down just over 7% (which reflects the overall 
weakness of the market and other investments in 1994). There is good news, 
however. The income from the fund was up 6.3% over the earnings for the 
previous year and the cost of managing the fund went down a startling 35%. 


4. Projects completed. Efforts to make the building water tight have been 
continued and remains one of our main concerns. Extensive painting in the 
first floor of the Memorial to keep our image up with the groups who use our 
facilities was also accomplished. Memorials contributed to the Memorial in 
memory of Most Worshipful Werner Herman Morlock, the Grand Master of 
Virginia who died the week following the Grand Masters' Conference in 
Alexandria, Virginia last year, provided the necessary funds to have audio 
announcement systems added to the 12 dioramas of Washington's life which 
are featured in the Assembly Hall on the first floor of the Memorial. À major 
addition planned for the building in 1995 will be the handicapped access 
ramps and wheelchair lift. While the total cost will be approximately $45,000 
for this project, this is necessary as all buildings open to the public are now 
required to have these provisions. 


9. Non-Masonic activities at Memorial. The Memorial continues to allow 
a variety of community organizations to use the facilities at the Memorial. 
Two significant events that were scheduled included a major diplomatic 
reception planned by the Department of Defense last year, which had to be 
cancelled due to the situation in Haiti which occurred during the same week 
but has now been rescheduled for March of this year. The second new activity 
sponsored this year was serving as host for a "first nighter, non-alcoholic New 
Year's Eve party" held in Alexandria. It is estimated that over 3,000 people 
passed through the Memorial during the course ofthe evening for the cultural 
events that took place. 


6. Needed projects on hold awaiting funding. In addition to the water- 
proofing previously mentioned in this report, the following items are needed 
as soon as funds are available: 


Air conditioning for the library with an estimated cost of $25,000. 
Security lighting along the main roadway in front of the Memorial. 
Air conditioning for additional portions of the main dining room. 


The Shrine is now in the process of doing major renovation in their 
display rooms at the Memorial and the Grotto is planning to add a video 
presentation in their room on the third floor. 

Brother Robey concluded his report by stressing the need for active state 
chairmen who will provide publicity about the Memorial and support for its 
activities. We now have and it is his hope that the Memorial will remain one 
of the finest Masonic facilities in the world. 


The next meeting of the Association will be held at the Memorial in 
Alexandria, Virginia in February 1996. 


I make the following recommendations: 

1. That we continue our membership in The George Washington Masonic 
National Memorial Association. 

2. That this Grand Jurisdiction continue to promote visitation and sup- 
port of the Memorial through appropriate articles in The North Carolina 
Mason. In particular, I recommend that lodges or other Masonic organizations 
plan educational trips for their lodges to the Memorial and other historic 
(Masonic and non-Masonic) monuments in the Washington and Alexandria 
area. Special lodge meetings can be arranged through Brother Robey, Execu- 
tive Secretary/Treasurer. 
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3. That the members of this Grand Jurisdiction be encouraged to become 
life members of the Memorial. This requires a one-time tax deductible 
donation of $250. (Persons interested can contact the undersigned or the 
Grand Secretary for forms and additional information.)

REPORT OF THE GRAND HISTORIAN 
(Docket No. 24) 


The following report of the Grand Historian was received 
and entered on the record: 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Many Masons visiting our Grand Lodge building at Raleigh have seen an 
old cornerstone preserved in the basement there, a cornerstone bearing the 
legend: "The Grand Lodge of North Carolina and Tennessee." This title once 
borne by our Grand Lodge seems to remain a mystery to most of our members, 
and understandably so, for it bore that title for only seventeen of the two 
hundred and eight years it has now existed. Only a perusal of old records 
reveals the story behind that old cornerstone. 


When Tennessee became a member of the United States in 1796, it 


occupied territory once a part of North Carolina, a region extending from our 
mountain counties to the banks of the Mississippi River. Consequently, the 
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lodges in the new state had been and remained a part of the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina, which accordingly assumed the new name alluded to above. 
This situation continued until the lodges in Tennessee met at Knoxville in 
1811 and drew up a petition to the Grand Lodge requesting the establishment 
of a Grand Lodge of Tennessee. The petition was granted during the next 
annual communication of the Grand Lodge and a charter of the new Grand 
Lodge was issued by Grand Master Robert Williams on September 30, 1813. 
The resulting separation was the logical step to take, and it was all accom- 
plished very harmoniously, as it should have been. 


(This granting of a charter by a Grand Lodge for the establishment of 
another Grand Lodge was the first in the history of the new nation, and has 
been only rarely done. A mythical depiction of the handing over of the charter 
may be seen on one of the murals in the lobby of our Grand Lodge building at 
Raleigh.) 


There were eight lodges in Tennessee at the time: Tennessee No. 41 at 
Knoxville; Greenville 43 at Greenville; Newport 50 at Newport; Overton 51 at 
Rogersville; King Solomon 52 at Gallatin; Hiram 55 at Franklin; Cumberland 
60 at Nashville; and Western Star 61 at Port Royal. 


Studying the List of Lodges, Pantagraph, we were unable to find a lodge 
named "Tennessee" in Knoxville, nor is there a lodge in that city numbered 
lower than 244. We must assume, therefore, that our old Tennessee 41 became 
defunct. 


There remains a Greenville Lodge at Greenville, now number 3, so our 
Greenville 43 was probably renumbered by the new Grand Lodge. 


And there is still a Newport Lodge at Newport, but it is number 234. It is 
not likely our Newport 50 would have been given that high a number in a 
renumbering, but it is possible the old Newport Lodge became defunct and a 
later lodge in that city assumed its name but not its number. We don't know. 


Overton Lodge is still at Rogersville and is now number 5, another likely 
result of renumbering. 


But in the case of King Solomon 52 at Gallatin, a fate similar to that 
suffered by Newport 50 seems to have occurred, for the King Solomon Lodge 
now listed at Gallatin is number 94. 


А Hiram Lodge at Franklin is now number 7, which also probably reflects 
a renumbering undertaken by the new Grand Lodge. 


The same is true of Cumberland Lodge at Nashville, now number 8. 


The last of the original eight, Western Star 61 at Port Royal, is no longer 
listed, noris any lodge listed at Port Royal. There is a Western Star No. 9 listed 
at Springfield and this is probably our old number 61 having acquired both a 
new number and a new location. 


It therefore appears that seven of the eight Tennessee lodges which had 
once been North Carolina lodges, and that formed the Grand Lodge of 
Tennessee, may remain in existence, but the method oftheir numbering is not 
clear. It would seem they would have been number 1 through 8 in numerical 
order. Instead, omitting Tennessee 41, they are numbered 3, 234, 5, 94, 7,8, 
9. We could not find a lodge number 1 listed for Tennessee, nor a number 2, 
so Greenville No. 3 (our old 43) is apparently the senior lodge in that state. 


The obvious route to follow to ascertain the method of numbering would 
have been a request to the Grand Lodge of Tennessee for an explanation, but 
however brief, the explanation would likely been too much for the space 
available here. Also, it would have deprived our many capable Masonic 
historians of an interesting spot in which to dig.

The following report of the Committee on Subordinate Lodge 
Special Activities was received and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 
The Subordinate Lodge Special Activities Committee is pleased to submit 
the following report of its activities for the Grand Lodge year 1994-95. 


The committee has continued its work with the N. C. Department of 
Revenue in an effort to clarify our tax responsibility regarding fund-raising 
projects. This undertaking is still not complete, but it has become increasingly 
more evident that we must rethink some of our approach to fund-raising. The 
committee will continue to work on this undertaking until it is concluded, 
making every effort within our power to understand the fraternity's tax 
obligation, while we strive to keep that obligation as low asis permitted by the 
tax statutes. 


The Committee has seen continued improvement during this past Grand 
Lodge year in lodges conducting their fund-raising activities in compliance 
with the CODE. 

There has been report of wrong doings by lodges, all of which have been 
investigated. In some cases these investigations have found nothing wrong. 
The investigation process always provides a deeper insight into how lodges 
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аге conducting their projects and affairs and invariably has enabled the 
committee to provide more help to the lodges. 


There was one case, when, during the committee's attempt to look into a 
possible infraction by a lodge, that the committee recommended to the Grand 
Master that an independent investigator be appointed to examine the situa- 
tion. The committee made this recommendation to insure that the lodge got 
a completely objective investigation by removing any preconceived opinions 
the committee might have formed, due to the committee's extensive familiar- 
ity with the subject lodge and possible infraction. 


Investigations of wrong doing are not pleasant for the Committee or the 
particular lodge being investigated. It is therefore very desirable that if a 
lodge has the slightest question about how to conduct a fund raising project, 
that they contact the committee for help. 


The committee sincerely hopes that more lodges will make better use of 
the privileges extended by Reg. 95-48, and raise substantial extra money for 
our Masonic Charities. The committee is at the service of all the lodges in the 
state in regards to their fund raising efforts. The committee wants to help, but 
they must know that the lodge needs help. They don't know a lodge needs help 
if the lodges doesn't ask for that help. |

The Grand Lodge Committee on Masonic Research and Development held 
eight meetings this past year, five in 1994 (May 6, June 10, July 26, August 
19, September 30) and three in 1995 (February 10, March 10, March 31). At 
the May 6 meeting, Brother Luigi Ammons, 1993-94 Chairman, welcomed 
both new and returning members, and thanked everyone for their support. 
Election of officers for the ensuring year was held with Brother Mark Hood, 
Chairman and Brother Edward Gaskins, Secretary. 


А list of topics that could possibly be used at this years seminars were 
discussed. Members were ask to bring areas of special interest that might also 
be used at our next meeting. 


At the June 10 meeting, the Committee brainstormed a list of topics for 
possible use at this years seminars. The topics chosen were: (1) Lodge budgets 
(creating and implementing); (2) Masonic Education Materials; (3) Dysfunc- 
tional Lodges and (4) Lodge Protocol. It was decided to create a workshop type 
atmosphere, utilizing the four topics, for this years seminars.

Your Masonic Committee on Public Relations during the past year has 
met periodically and continued some of our programs and initiated a few new 
programs designed to make the public aware that we are a vital part of North 
Carolina. 


Lodges throughout the state have continued to conduct the “Open House" 
program with good results. Your committee has revised and updated this 
program for the coming year. According to our recent questionnaire fifty- 
seven percent of the Lodges participated in this program. 

Our survey revealed that eighty-five percent of our Lodges have a good 
sign identifying their building.

The immunization program began under Past Grand Master Rick Moore 
was carried out and thirty-three percent of our Lodges participated in the 
program.

The Committee on Masonic Ceremonies and Miscellaneous Publications, 
in its effort to help stem the tide of eroding membership, and in its new thrust 
to re-educate our own members, and, in an innovative way, to re-design the 
orientation system for candidates and their families, was empowered to 
produce a videotape of Masonry for Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 


The year has been spent interviewing producers, selecting the firm to film 
and provide the narration for the finished product, arranging for various shots 
across the state, seeking additional funding from Appendant Bodies of 
Masonry, corresponding with Grand Lodges throughout the United States, 
and putting all this together for the premier showing at this Grand Lodge 
meeting. 

It is the plan of this committee to make these tapes available to every Blue 
Lodge in the Grand Lodge use as listed above, including Open Houses, civic 
clubs, churches, and any other appropriate group. Through the introduction 
of this videotape, this Grand Lodge is pioneering by providing an educational 
methodology using modern media technology for the first time. Its usefulness 
is directly dependent upon each Blue Lodge in this J urisdiction. The success 
of the program depends on how we utilize this tape. The Board of General 
Purposes and the Grand Lodge are commended for their forward-thinking 
initiative, and this Committee is satisfied that the time, effort, money and 
talent accorded this effort will be beneficial to the Grand Lodge and to every 
Mason in North Carolina, both those now and those to come.

FIRST DAY-AFTERNOON SESSION 
M.'.W.'.Brother William B. Brunk, Grand Master called the 
Grand Lodge meeting to order at 1:30 p.m. on Tuesday, April 18, 
1995. 
Brother E. John Elmore, State Executive Officer for DeMolay 
in North Carolina, introduced Sam Barron, State Master Coun- 
cilor, Order of DeMolay, who delivered the following address: 


Most Worshipful Grand Master Brunk, Deputy Grand Master Everett, 
Dad Elmore, members of the Grand Lodge, and those here assembled, good 
afternoon. Thank you for this opportunity to talk to you today about the 
wonders of DeMolay. It is quite an honor to stand in front of such a distin- 
guished group of Masons. 

Every year the State Master Councilor stands in front of you and tells you 
what DeMolay can do for Freemasonry. I'll be getting to that later, but first 
I want to discuss something more important than our organizations, our 
communities. Everyone judges a Mason and a DeMolay by what he does in his 
community, not by what he does in the Lodge or chapter room. Over seventy 
percent of the country believes that the United States is in moral decline! 
People are looking at young men my age and saying, “They just don't have the 
right principles." I'm here today to tell you how to instill these morals and 
principles in today's youth, and that pathway is DeMolay. What better virtues 
are there than love for your family, love of God, and love for your country? 
What more befits a young man than the traits of courtesy, cleanness, fidelity, 
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and finally, brotherhood. The qualities I have just mentioned are not a random 
list of what is missing in the character of some of today's youth, although it 
may seem that way. It is a list of the seven cardinal virtues of DeMolay. 


For the past few years, the State Master Councilor has stood here before 
you and told you how good DeMolay is for Masonry. Three years ago, Frank 
Silber stood here before you and challenged you to invest in DeMolay. He 
presented a five year plan in which we would give you five hundred Masons 
in return for one thousand DeMolay. So far, we are well behind in that plan. 
Last year, with some help from the Grand Lodge and Masons around North 
Carolina, we exceeded our membership goal for 1994. This year however, we 
have fallen behind, only initiating 27 DeMolay, well short of the 160 new 
members which is our goal for the first quarter. This translates into very few 
new Masons through DeMolay. This also means that only 27 more young men 
are exposed to the virtues which DeMolay teaches. 


Not only do fewer young men know about DeMolay, but fewer young men 
have a change to learn about Masonry. As Josh Dunbar said last year, 
Masonry starts at age 13 in DeMolay. When I joined DeMolay almost six years 
ago, I had never heard of Freemasonry, even though my grandfather is a 32nd 
degree Scottish Rite Mason. Now, through my experiences in DeMolay, and in 
working with Masons I plan to petition a Lodge when I turn 21. This interest 
in Masonry is prevalent throughout DeMolay. Having already been exposed 
to the virtues which I have already discussed, DeMolay are prime candidates 
to join the Blue Lodge. DeMolay provides young men who respect their family, 
their country, their schools, their God, and womanhood. These virtues are 
ones which make a good citizen, as well as a good Mason. 


However, we can not keep helping these young men without your help. 
DeMolay is an organization for young men ages 13 to 21, but we also need 
advisors and Masonic support. That's where you, as Masons, come in. The 
Grand Lodge has a goal of having at least one DeMolay chapter in each 
Masonic District. That call has alregdy been addressed and answered in 
places around the state. Last year chapters in Asheboro and Salisbury 
received their charters and a chapter in Brevard received its Letters Tempo- 
rary, thanks to the Masonic support in those districts. Renewed Masonic 
support in eastern Wake County has spurred the rebirth of a third chapter in 
Wake County. But we can't stop now. There are young men all over the state 
who need the guidance DeMolay can provide them, in every Masonic district 
of North Caroina. I'm sure that there are plenty of Lodges who would accept 
the new members who would petition when they turn twenty-one and age out 
of DeMolay, and there are lots of young men іп our communities who are ready 
to be guided by Masons, but I cannot stress enough that we need the Masonic 
support. We need sponsoring bodies, advisors, and Masons to help show these 
young men the importance of community and brotherhood. I'm not asking you 
to give up your life for DeMolay, but simply to visit a chapter event or meeting, 
invite them to your installations, dinners, or other events to get them 
involved, or invite them to perform the DeMolay Degree, Flower Talk, or 
Cemetery of Light for your Lodge. These events will serve as a way to 
introduce the DeMolay to the Masonic way of life and to the world of Masonry, 
encouraging them by your actions to join Freemasonry when they turn 21. 


If there is not a chapter in your area, You CAN start one. If you have a 
middle school and a high school in your area, you have enough young men for 
a DeMolay chapter. It only takes three boys from each grade from eighth to 
twelfth, regardless of their religion or origin, to have the fifteen needed to 
start a chapter. It takes some work, but the boys are out there; what we need 
are the Masons to support them in living clean and moral lives. 

DeMolay was founded on March 18, 1919, by Dad Frank S. Land to help 
a boy whose father was a member of his Lodge and who had passed away, grow 
up to be a mature and responsible citizen. Now in our 76th year, we remain 
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dedicated to helping DeMolays worldwide grow up into fine upstanding 
citizens, into men who would be fit to join the ranks of Freemasonry. 


You may ask, "How does DeMolay create fine citizens out of young men?" 
When I think of how DeMolay has helped me, it reminds me of this quote which 
really explains how DeMolay works: 


“Watch your thoughts, for they become your actions, 
Watch your actions, for they become your habits, 
Watch your habits, for they become your character, 
Watch your character, for it becomes your destiny.” 


“Watch your thoughts, for they become your actions” 


DeMolay introduces the virtues of love for family, for our country, for God 
and for others, to our young men. In all of our meetings, we reiterate these 
virtues along with cleanness, courtesy, and others in order to expose DeMolays 
to principles which will help them grow up into mature and responsible 
citizens. These young men are constantly reminded of their responsibility to 
live clean and moral lives as good citizens. These thoughts translate into their 
actions as members of their communities. In blood drives, clothing drives, and 
other civic projects, which DeMolays conduct and participate in, in the name 
of DeMolay as well as on their own, the high principles of helping others, 
courtesy, and love for their fellowmen are assimilated into them. The way in 
which they conduct their daily lives shows that these virtues have been 
instilled into these young men and into their actions. 


“Watch your actions, for they become your habits” 


DeMolay is not interested in helping a young man act with respect and 
courtesy at DeMolay functions and meetings, and then act however he 
pleases in his daily life. DeMolay is not looking to help today's youth become 
fine DeMolays in that sense, because the truly fine DeMolay is the one who 
extends into his daily life the lessons and teachings that DeMolay places 
before him. DeMolay's purpose is to help boys mature into men. Men who will 
stand up for the qualities of trust, justice, and brotherhood in the face of 
immorality. For this reason, DeMolay makes sure that today's youth has a 
vehicle through which our youth can be exposed to good citizenship. By 
showing young men how good it feels to help your community, how nice it is 
to see the residents at the Masonic Youth Home in Oxford happy when you 
visit them and celebrate holidays with them, and how something as little as 
a smile from someone who you helped can make your day; DeMolay makes 
young men want to continue helping others in their daily lives outside of 
DeMolay. The actions of helping and caring about others, of living a clean and 
moral life, become the habits of the members of DeMolay as they and their 
DeMolay brothers continue to help others and respect others outside of 
DeMolay events. 


*Watch your habits, for they become your character" 


As the DeMolays continue to provide service to the community, it becomes 
more than a habit, it becomes their character. Before they know it, they will 
be opening doors for strangers, helping people with heavy loads, and doing 
little things for others which they would have in the past just blown off, 
saying, "Oh, that would be a nice thing to do, but it's too much work." Now that 
respect, courtesy, and pride has been instilled in these DeMolays, through the 
actions which have become their habits, these small efforts have become less 
tiresome and more worthwhile. And I ask you, arethese the qualities you want 
in your communities and your families? Do you want the future of our country 
in the hands of people who understand the importance of respect and courtesy 
for others? I cannot see how you could answer anything but yes. And that's 
where the last part of that quote come in. 


*Watch your character, for it becomes your destiny" 
What is the destiny of Masonry? What is the destiny of the United States 
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of America? As I mentioned before, over 70% ofthe people in the United States 
believe that the destiny of our country is dark and sad. They believe that 
immorality will rear its ugly head more and more. When you watch the news 
these days, you see story after story about gang warfare, kids killing each 
other for shoes, and other senseless violence by our youth which screams of 
immorality. In Raleigh alone in the past two or three years, two girls grew 
marijuana in a high school greenhouse, a boy shot another boy simply because 
he was wearing a baseball cap “reserved” for members of his gang, and a car 
stereo theft ring which was busted, was made up entirely of high school boys. 
The list goes on with gangs, drinking clubs, drugs, and violent crimes 
occurring at our high schools and even middle schools. Is this the world we 
want our youth growing up in? Is this the future we want for our children and 
grandchildren? Is this the destiny of our country? No, absolutely not! 


You can fight this outcome through DeMolay, but DeMolay cannot con- 
tinue this fight without the support of the Grand Lodge and of Masons 
statewide. If we are to continue molding young men into upstanding citizens 
worthy, willing, and ready to be the destiny of our nation, we need Masons to 
be role models. Masons who care enough to prepare this world for the future 
ahead of it. Masons who will start or support a DeMolay chapter. Masons who 
will take an active role in preparing the youth of America, for the heritage of 
the citizenship which awaits them. 


Mostly, we need advisors. Masons who are willing to eat pizza late at 
night, hang out with some guys who make them feel young at heart, although 
sometimes old in body, and support our young men in their journey to 
manhood. I'm making this commitment sound like a walk through the park, 
but it's not that easy. But then again, when someone asks you what this world 
needs, do you want to say, "This world needs DeMolay, but I just don't have 
the time to help DeMolay.”? This sounds to me like the young man who instead 
of holding a door open for an elderly lady says to himself, "That would be a nice 
thing to do, and even the right thing to do, but it's just too much work." If Frank 
S. Land had had that attitude 76 years ago, I wouldn’t be standing here today 
because there would not be an Order of DeMolay. If the Silber family had 
thought that it was too much work to talk to me time and time again about 
DeMolay, who knows where I would be. I see how DeMolay has changed my 
life and I want it to continue to help young men worldwide and in North 
Carolina. With the continued support of the Grand Lodge and North Carolina 
Masons, DeMolay can be a driving force that helps shape the lives of our 
nations youth. This is Frank S. Land’s dream, my hope, and your challenge. 
Become active in DeMolay. Help strengthen DeMolay, Masonry, and this 
glorious country. Thank you for your support and this opportunity to share my 
thoughts with you.

THE NORTH CAROLINA MASONIC FOUNDATION 
BY INTERNATIONAL ORDER OF JOB’S DAUGHTERS 
RALEIGH BETHEL NO. 2 


Miss Emilie Deans, Honored Queen of Raleigh Bethel No. 2 
presented to Most Worshipful Brother William B. Brunk, Grand 
Master a contribution for The North Carolina Masonic Founda- 
tion and made the following remarks: 


Good afternoon Most Worshipful Grand Master Brunk and honored 
members and guests gathered here on this beautiful day. My name is Emilie 
Deans, I am a freshman at Leesville Road High School, The North Carolina 
DeMolay State Sweetheart, and the Honored Queen of Bethel No. 2 of Raleigh, 
N. C. of the IOJD. 


The IOJD is one ofthe great Masonic character building organizations in 
operation today. It is made up of girls from ages of eleven to twenty, who are 
related to Master Masons. The fact that our members are related to Master 
Masons is the main difference between JD and other youth Masonic organi- 
zations. 


Our meeting rooms are called bethels which means “holy place." Inside 
the Bethel room, the three principle elected officers sit side by side in the east, 
each representing one of Job's three daughters. These three officers are the 
Honored Queen, Senior Princess, and Junior Princess. Across from these 
officers sit the other two elected officers, the Guide and Marshal. They sit side 
by side in the west, they escort visitors, and present the flags during our 
meetings. There are 13 other appointed officers in our bethel and a bethel 
choir. Among these are the 5 messengers who tell the story of Job to the 
Initiates in our Ceremony of Initiation. The Honored Queen is the presiding 
officer in the bethel meetings, this is very similar to the Master Masons in 
Masonry or the Worthy Matron and Patron in Eastern Star. She runs the 
meetings, appoints officers, and plans activities for the members throughout 
her six month term of office. To assist the Honored Queen and the other 
officers in their meetings, and to help them in their personal lives, there is the 
BGC. It is generally made up of parents of the members and former members 
of JD. The main advisor is called the BG, she helps the Honored Queen plan 
her term, makes sure that the meetings run smoothly and often chaperones 
us on our various trips. The other main officer of the BGC is the ABG, who is 
a mason who helps the BG. Some of the other officers on the GBC are the 
Bethel Treasurer, Bethel Secretary, and Director of Epochs. Our Ceremony of 
Initiation is similar to that of other Masonic Orders, but our lessons are 
taught in degrees, such as DeMolay and Masonry, but in 3 Epochs which are 
all taught at a members initiation. There are 3 JD bethels in the state of N. 
C. Beside the Raleigh bethel, there are bethels in Jacksonville and New Bern. 
JDs exist all over the United States, Canada, Guam, and the Philippines. 


JD was founded in 1921 by a woman named Ethel T. Wead Mick. She felt 
the need to create an organization for young women related to Master Masons, 
where they could learn the basic Masonic principles. She decided to base this 
organization on Chapter 42, Verse 15, of the book of Job, which says that "In 
all the land were no women found so fair as the daughters of Job." In our 
organization, we strive to teach loyalty to our country, love for all the world, 
and respect for our elders, especially our parents and guardians. Since the 
founding of JD, over 75 years ago, it has helped thousands upon thousands of 
girls to learn the basic principles of life, leadership and responsibility. 

I was initiated into JD over 4 years ago, when I was 11 right here in 
Raleigh, N. C. Since then I can truly say that my life has not been the same. 
I really don't know what kind of person I would be right now if it were not for 
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the IOJD. Ihave grown so much in these 4 years. I have learned so much about 
life, responsibility and leadership. The thing is though, that you learn these 
principles without realizing it. It is not until you are at the point where I am 
now, as Honored Queen, that you begin to look back all the way to when you 
were initiated. It is then that you can really appreciate all that you have 
learned through JD. Although the lessons that JD teaches are very important, 
what really matters most to all of the girls and what most of them would 
probably say is the best thing about JD is the lasting friendships that you 
develop.

In the past we have gone to movies and 
pizza, bowling, putt-putt, dances, and of course DeMolay and Rainbow 
activities and Installation. At least once a term, we have a hike and get 
pledges to raise money to support the JD charity, chosen by the Supreme 
Guardian, which is the HIKE fund or the Hearing Impaired Kids Endowment 
fund for hearing impaired children. I am very proud of JD and their charity, 
I am also proud that we are the only youth organization with our own 
philanthropic project. Also for fund raisers for our bethel, we have had car 
washes, doughnut sales, spaghetti dinners, and this year we are looking into 
a Mexican Fiesta Dinner.

So today to honor him 
as he has honored our bethel in so many ways, I would like to present him with 
a check to his favorite charity, the Masonic Foundation, for $250.00 and a card 
from all the girls of Bethel No. 2 of Raleigh, N. C. of the IOJD. With this 
presentation, I would also like to extend an invitation to the Most Worshipful 
Grand Master Brunk and all the Masons of N. C. to go out and support the 
Bethel nearest to you.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON NECROLOGY 
(Docket No. 33) 

The following report of the Committee on Necrology was 
presented by W.'.Brother David R. Grissom, Chairman, and 
was entered on the record:

Grand Master 1970 
Born: November 11, 1917 Died: March 8, 1995 
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MAURICE E. WALSH 


In his hospital room Brother Maurice appeared none the worse, having 
heard only an hour earlier the severity of his illness. We exchanged our usual 
greetings, caught up on the latest, and the latest was not good news. There 
was a pause in our conversation and Maurice said, "Let's talk about Freema- 
sonry." 

“Very well,” I replied, "What part would you like to discuss?" 


“What do you think of. . .?" he asked. That was my cue: I was to listen while 
he talked, and that was okay with me. As always, Maurice had given his 
subject serious thought, applied empirical reason and logic, had arrived at 
some very definite conclusions, and was ready to share them, even from his 
sick bed. 


Maurice was gifted at presenting another point of view. On purpose? No, 
not always. He simply wanted us to see a subject from all angles. What he 
believed, he believed strongly. He knew why he believed it. His attitude was, 
“Show me a better way and we'll go that way." That mischievous grin and half- 
audible grunt reassured us that in the end all would be well. He at least had 
made us think. 


Being comfortable and confident with who he was enabled him to be the 
good and effective leader that he was. Wherever he was, whatever his cause, 
he felt that he was there to make a difference, a positive difference. He most 
always did—in his family, his community, his political party, in Blue Lodge, 
York Rite, Scottish Rite, Shrine, Order of the Eastern Star, and other 
appendant bodies. He wanted to be a member more than in name only, and 
that was an honorable attitude. He subsequently assumed a diversity of 
responsibilities. Reading a list of his activities and accomplishments, one 
would wonder if Maurice had daily finagled from Father Time an extra hour 
or two. If so, he made good use of them; for idle, he was not. 


Whatever his foibles, we veil them now with a gentle tolerance and 
brotherly love, remembering that perfection on earth has never been attained. 
We applaud his strength of character, his keenness of mind, his compassion 
for those in need, his serious commitment to life; his faithful dedication to his 
many tasks—domestic, professional, fraternal. Maurice lived life with a great 
deal of freedom, fervency, and zeal. He never wavered in his duties to God, to 
others, or to himself. Sometimes it is simply difficult for a strong leader to be 
a willing follower. 


No, Maurice was not a Moses; though he had those strong traits of 
leadership. He heard from the Great Architect, "I am who I am," and we 
elected him to lead us through some of our own fraternal wanderings. 


No, Maurice was not an Isaiah; though his spiritual experiences with his 
God gave him keen insight into where we are now and a clear vision of where 
we сап be; so Maurice said, “Неге I am, send me. I think I can make a positive 
difference." And he did. He served us well. 


No, Maurice was no Solomon; though his accumulated acumen in matters 
financial gave him an expertise needed by the various fraternal orders. His 
common-sense approach to finance was a rewarding asset. We are grateful. 


No, Maurice was no John the Baptist; though, because of his enthusiastic 
and evangelical approach to concerns of the Brotherhood, we most certainly 
shall remember him as one ofthe patron leaders in Freemasonry. He had seen 
the light, had labored diligently in the quarries, and he wanted, in all 
sincerity, to share the joy with others who deserved to receive the rights and 
benefits of so great a fraternity as Freemasonry. 


At the death of Abner, King David said to his officials, “Don’t you realize 
that this day a great leader in Israel has died?" (2 Samuel 3:38) 


Surely, we realize here today, by his conspicuous absence, that a great 
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leader in the Grand Lodge of North Carolina has died. We grieve his absence. 
We cherish his memory. We remain grateful for the good life he lived while 
among us. 

Whoever and whatever we perceived him to be, Most Worshipful Brother 
Maurice was our friend and Brother. In sincere gratitude and to his memory, 
we applaud most heartily his remarkable greatness. Thanks be to God!

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JACOB CLYDE GOODMAN, JR. 


Most Worshipful Jake Goodman became Grand Master of Masons in 
North Carolina on April 19, 1978 during the 191st annual communication of 
the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 


Jake was born in Charlotte, N. C. on September 3, 1916, the son of Jacob 
C. and Rene S. Goodman. He was married to the former Nell Cochran and they 
had three children. Jake was educated in the Charlotte school system and 
started his career in the printing business which he soon grew tired of the 
confining nature of the work. 


He then decided to go into law enforcement work and became a patrolman 
in the Charlotte Police Department on July 1, 1941. After which he served 
through the ranks to become Chief of the Charlotte Police Department on 
April 1, 1968. He served in this capacity until his retirement. 


Under his leadership, the Charlotte Police Department was recognized as 
being among the top police departments in the country, noted for its progres- 
siveness and efficiency. 


Throughout his career Jake continued his education in law enforcement 
attending a number of institutions that specialized in that type of training and 
education. He was elected president of his class at the National Police 
Academy. 


Jake was active in his church where he had served as a deacon and as an 
elder. He was also active in numerous of Charlotte's civic and community 
activities. He was a member of Charlotte's Excelsior Lodge No. 261 since 
March 24, 1952. Jake served as Master in 1968. He received his 25 year award 
in 1977 and was elected to life membership April 3, 1978. 


He participated in the Degrees of Scottish Rite for a number of years, was 
elected Knight Commander of the Court of Honor, and in November 1991 was 
coroneted a 33? Degree Mason in the Scottish Rite Bodies, Southern Jurisdic- 
tion. 


Jake was a member of Oasis Shrine Temple and was a member of the 
ritualistic section for a number of years. 


He was a past Monarch of Azusa Grotto and a member of Court 109, Royal 
Order of Jesters. 


He was known throughout the state, during his Masonic travels, as a 
Grand Master with a relaxed and easy style. 


Jake was a good leader and was well respected by all whom he came in 
contact with, always leaving an atmosphere of warmth, caring and confidence 
in any given situation. 


His friendship will be revered by the Legions who knew him, and for those 
of us who labored and worked with him in his sphere of life, we shall sorely 
miss the guiding hand of a great man.

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REPORT OF THE GRAND MASTER 
(Docket No. 34) 


Most Worshipful Brother William B. Brunk, Grand Master 
of Masons in North Carolina, delivered the following report, 
which was referred to the Board of General Purposes (See Page 
119, Docket No. 35 of these Proceedings for distribution of this 
report.) 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 
Brethren: 


Allow me to extend to each of you the deepest and most heartfelt thanks 
of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina for gracing us with your presence here 
at the Two Hundred and Eighth Annual Communication of this Grand Lodge. 
It is our sincere desire that your time here will be extremely enjoyable as well 
as profoundly fruitful, as we come together to deliberate the business of this 
Masonic Jurisdiction. How good and pleasant it is for us to join together, in 
friendship and brotherly love. 


We particularly would like to extend to our special visitors from other 
Masonic Jurisdictions, and from our Appendant Bodies, our warmest frater- 
nal greetings. Some of you have traveled great distances to join with us, and 
we are deeply grateful for your presence. It is our desire that your stay with 
us will be one of the most enjoyable that you have experienced, so we would 
be particularly pleased if you let us know if there is anything that we can do 
to add to your pleasure while you are here. 


This has been an exceptionally busy year for the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina, with quite a large number of major projects and issues to be 
addressed. I sincerely hope that the decisions that have been rendered, and 
the actions that have taken place, helped to further the best interest of our 
fraternity, and I pray that our Supreme Architect of the Universe has found 
them to be acceptable in His sight. I present to you my report on the activities 
of the Grand Master during the fiscal year 1994-1995 . 


NECROLOGY 


The time given to us in this life is short, and none of us can know when ours 
will be coming to an end. Since the last Annual Communication of this Grand 
Lodge, the Supreme Architect of the Universe has called 0,000 of our brethren 
to join together in that house not made with hands, eternal in the heavens. 


Included in the departed is one of our Past Grand Masters, Most Worship- 
ful Maurice E. Walsh, who served as Grand Master of Masons in North 
Carolina in 1970. А true servant to his community as well as to our beloved 
Fraternity, Brother Walsh exhibited a rare combination of sincere leadership 
with a congenial manner which we shall all miss so very much. 


Though we are saddened by the loss of our friends and brothers, we are 
also so very thankful for the opportunity to have been touched by their lives, 
for it is only by the path that our brethren before us have traveled that we 
might find the light to lead us on our way. It is by the grace of our Heavenly 
Father that we have enjoyed the limited time that He has granted for our 
brethren to be with us. 


The Committee on Necrology has conducted a memorial service in memory 
of our departed brethren during this Annual Communication. 


DISTRICT DEPUTY MEETING 
On Tuesday evening, April 19, 1994, during our Grand Lodge Annual 
Communication, a meeting was held of the District Deputy Grand Masters 
and District Deputy Grand Lecturers at the Radisson Hotel in Raleigh. At this 
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meeting, an outline was presented to the District Deputy Grand Masters of 
the areas on which I desired them to focus in providing guidance to our 
subordinate lodges. It was my feeling that if our lodges were performing well 
in these areas, then they would remain vigorous and successful. The Areas are 
as follows: 


(1) Financial condition of the lodge—is the lodge able to support itself 
on its current dues structure? Does it prepare an annual budget and audit its 
books properly according to Reg. 69-03? Does it have adequate savings such 
that unforeseen circumstances will not become a burden to its membership? 


(2) Membership—is the lodge growing or declining in membership? 
How many candidates in process? Are members being lost due to non-payment 
of dues? If so, what is being done about it? 


(3) Fund raising—is the lodge conforming with the guidelines of the 
Special Activities Committee (Reg. 95-48)? Have there been any exceptions? 
Is there a problem? 


(4) Youth Activities—is the lodge's Committee on DeMolay active? If 
not, why not? What is the lodge doing to support our Youth Activities? 


(5) Ritual—doesthe lodge perform adequate ritualistic work? When did 
it last receive a lecture service? 


(6) Education—does the lodge have an adequate program of Masonic 
Education? How often are programs conducted? Is the content "meaty" or just 
“fluff”? 


The District Deputy Grand Masters were asked to return a report 
concerning the activities of the lodges in their districts and focusing on these 
areas by the time their District Meeting was held. I am pleased to note that 
in the majority of our lodges, these areas seem to be receiving adequate 
attention, or corrective action has now been instituted. 

A second meeting of the District Deputy Grand Masters was held at the 
Scottish Rite Temple in Greensboro on Saturday, August 27, 1994. This 
served as a training session for our District Deputy Grand Masters, and 
seemed to be quite effective. Attendance at this session was good and the 
response indicated that these brethren went home with a great deal more 
knowledge that was helpful to them in fulfilling their very important duties. 
The four areas of emphasis at this session were as follows: 


(1) Research and Development Committee—A review of last year’s 
seminars with a preview of those to be held this coming winter 

(2) Public Relations Committee—Discussion of the Open House Pro- 
grams and Infant Vaccination Program 

(3) Special Activities Committee—A review of our fund raising regula- 
tions and the role of the DDGM 

(4) Тһе DDGM’s role as personal representative of the Grand Master 
(including District Reports, investigations of petitioners with disabilities, and 
handling problems in the District) 

Our District Deputy Grand Masters are hard working, dedicated indi- 
viduals who are the direct link between the Grand Master and our subordi- 
nate lodges, and whose leadership is essential for the success of our beloved 
fraternity. Their intense efforts and devotion to their duty is evidence of their 
love for our organization, and those efforts are deeply appreciated. 


DISTRICT MEETINGS 


The district meetings began on May 18, 1994 at Franklinton Lodge No. 
123 in Franklinton and ended on October 14, 1994 at Monroe Lodge No. 244 
in Monroe. There were a total of thirty-nine meetings held. 


Representatives from the Masonic Home for Children at Oxford and the 
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Masonic and Eastern Star Home at Greensboro attended these meetings in 
order to provide brief reports on the activities at the respective homes. 
Included making the reports were Brother David Grissom, Administrator of 
our Children's Home, Brother Brent Stewart, Dean of Students at our 
Children's Home, Brother Donald Sizemore, Director of Admissions at our 
Children's Home, and, until his departure in July, Brother Tommy Jones, 
Administrator of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home. R..W.'. В. Pete 
Dudley, Grand Secretary, attended a great many of the meetings and pre- 
sented material on several matters of interest from the Grand Lodge office. At 
those meetings when Brother Dudley was not able to be present, this informa- 
tion was presented by W.'.Walton Clapp, Assistant to the Grand Secretary. 
АП of these brethren put forth a great deal of time and energy on behalf of 
those in attendance at the district meetings, and their efforts are deeply 
appreciated. 


During the district meetings, I attempted to direct our lodges to re-focus 
their attention on the real purpose of Freemasonry with some thoughts on 
Where is Masonry Going? Several ideas were presented concerning methods 
of revitalizing our existing membership, as well as thoughts concerning some 
of the changes that seem to be in front of us. The discussion was frequently 
lively, and the free interchange of thoughts during the question and answer 
session was refreshing. 


I sincerely appreciate the attendance of our Grand Lodge Officers and 
Past Grand Masters at so many of these meetings. Their presence provided 
better opportunity for the brethren across the state to ask questions, discuss 
the news of the Masonic world, and become a little bit better acquainted with 
the leaders of our organization. The most gratifying aspect of our district 
meetings remains the good fellowship enjoyed by all, and this year proved no 
exception. In traveling from one end of this state to another, one fact stands 
out above all else: MASONS ARE GOOD PEOPLE! 


AREA MEETINGS—CODE REVISIONS 


At the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge in April, 1993, a 
resolution was passed which called for a general revision of THE CODE, with 
the stated purpose of removing ambiguities and "that its makeup and compo- 
sition be clarified, better organized and simplified." The project turned out to 
be even more involved than originally anticipated, and three more knowledge- 
able brethren were added to the committee in order to insure that the project 
was completed on schedule. The Committee on the Code Revision spent 
hundreds of man-hours and expended untold amounts of energy in bringing 
the revision to reality, and in accordance with the provisions of THE CODE, 
six months prior to our Annual Communication, two copies of the proposed 
revision were sent to each lodge. 


During the month of March, twenty-four area seminars were held across 
the state to present the revision of THE CODE to our delegates from the 
subordinate lodges. In accordance with the desires expressed during the 
district meetings, most of these seminars were held on weekday evenings, 
while some were held on weekends. It is hoped that these seminars provided 
ample time for discussion of the revision to THE CODE and that the time 
required for action by the delegates at this Annual Communication has been 
thereby considerably reduced. 


The document that the Committee on the Code Revision has produced has 
been reported to be a great improvement over the existing CODE, and, while 
not perfect, should make the use of THE CODE much easier for all of us. I 
sincerely hope that you will find this to be so, and that you will be able to adopt 
the 1995 edition of THE CODE later on during this session of our Annual 
Communication. 
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BOARD OF CUSTODIANS 


The ritualistic work is the basic place in which the lessons of Freemasonry 
are taught, and is what separates our fraternity from the many other social 
and civic organizations to which men might be attracted. Maintaining that 
work in aconsistent fashion is critical to the on-going success of our fraternity. 
In our jurisdiction, the ritual is under the care and supervision of the Board 
of Custodians, and we are deeply indebted to the members of the board for 
helping to insure that this work is maintained in a proficient as well as 
dignified manner. 


Under the leadership of the Grand Lecturer, W.'.Brother Robert К. 
Braswell, and the Chairman, W.'.Brother H. V. Massengill, the Board has 
worked diligently to sustain our ritualistic work in a meaningful and yet 
contemporary context. After completing the changes required in order that 
our subordinate lodges be able to open and close on the First or Second Degree 
for work in those respective degrees, the Board addressed the opening and 
closing of the Grand Lodge, and is now working on a revision of the entire 
Official Standard of the Work. 


I would like to extend my deepest appreciation to the members of this 
Board for their diligent and dedicated efforts. Through their devotion to their 
duty, the ritualistic work in our jurisdiction continues to provide substance 
and inspiration that is bulwark of our Masonic travels. 


COMMITTEE ON MASONIC RESEARCH 
AND DEVELOPMENT 


This Committee has been the source of our leadership development efforts 
over the last several years, and has produced numerous educational programs 
and seminars for the betterment ofour membership. This year, due to the need 
to present to our delegates the Revision of THE CODE, it became necessary 
to eliminate from the schedule the annual leadership seminars which are 
usually conducted during the winter months. However, this has allowed the 
Committee the time to work on the Speakers' Bureau which it has been 
attempting to produce for a number of years. I am happy to report to you that 
the Bureau will be in place this year and eager to serve the needs of our 
subordinate lodges. It will be a convenient and qualified source of educational 
programs and speakers to present these programs, and I am sure will be a 
tremendous benefit in helping to provide our members with greater meaning 
to their Masonic endeavor. 


The members of the Committee merit our warmest thanks for their 
unwaning attention to the educational needs of our members. They have 
continued to toil on our behalf, with little fanfare or notoriety, but always 
producing useful and constructive programs for the betterment of our craft, 
and we shall be ever indebted to them for their work. 


COMMITTEE ON MASONIC CEREMONIES AND 
MISCELLANEOUS PUBLICATIONS 


This Committee, at the direction of Grand Master Richard G. Moore, has 
been charged with the revision of our existing Lodge System of Masonic 
Education. Under the guidance of its chairman, W.'.Brother James Earl 
Vann, the Committee has undertaken, as part of this revision, the production 
of a videotape for the purpose of education and indoctrination of our prospec- 
tive candidates. This tape, financed by contributions of many of the Appen- 
dant Orders in North Carolina and underwritten by the Grand Lodge, is 
eagerly anticipated as a pioneering effort in the Masonic education process. 
It is expected that its use, by our subordinate lodges as well as by our 
Appendant Orders, will be instrumental in helping to better educate both new 
candidates for the Degrees as well as our existing members, and should 
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thereby provide a marked improvement in both the quality as well as the size 
of our membership. 


In addition, the Committee has been gathering material from other Grand 
Jurisdictions throughout North America in order to completely revise the 
remainder ofour Lodge System of Masonic Education. The task is a Herculean 
effort and will undoubtedly require many more months of work. We know that 
the final results will provide our lodges with the finest education process 
available in Freemasonry, and we thank the Committee from the bottom of 
our hearts for their devotion to this worthy cause. 


COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC RELATIONS 


As all of your are aware, one of the main projects of this Committee has 
been the Childhood Immunization Program which was arranged in coordina- 
tion with the state of North Carolina. While enjoying an uneven amount of 
Success across the state, the program nevertheless provided needed assis- 
tance to a segment of our population which was not previously receiving it. At 
the same time, it provided a method whereby our lodges could involve 
themselves in beneficial community activities and allow themselves to be seen 
in a favorable light by those who might not be familiar with the Masonic 
fraternity. 


Additionally, the Open House Program which has been promoted over the 
last few years by this Committee has continued to be successful for those 
lodges utilizing it. This program has provided a method for communication of 
information concerning our order, its purpose, and its various functions, and 
has resulted in a better image for Freemasonry as well as the generation of a 
significant number of new members. 


We commend the members of this Committee for their efforts in allowing 
the public to view our organization more favorably and to learn more about it. 


When this Committee was first formed, I held a somewhat negative 
opinion concerning the need for it, but it did not take long for me to change my 
attitude completely, and I now believe that the Committee needs more of our 
support so that they can carry on this extremely valuable effort. Thank you, 
brethren—we need more work of this nature! 


COMMITTEE ON SUBORDINATE LODGE 
SPECIAL ACTIVITIES 


Several years ago, the delegates to the Grand Lodge elected to institute 
very carefully thought out regulations concerning our fund-raising activities, 
which are now overseen by the Committee on Subordinate Lodge Special 
Activities. Under the leadership of its chairman, W.'.Brother Edwin L. 
Becton, the Committee has helped to insure that our subordinate lodges do not 
operate contrary to the rules and regulations of any of the taxing authorities 
while conducting fund-raising for our Masonic charities. 


While misunderstandings concerning the proper methods of fund-raising 
still exist, we seem to find fewer and fewer problems occurring in this area. 
The job of managing these efforts is an intense and stressful one, and the 
members of this Committee are to be congratulated for their perserverance in 
a difficult realm. 


NORTH CAROLINA MASONIC 
DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM 
At the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge in April of 1993, a 
resolution was passed authorizing the Board of General Purposes to establish 
a Development Program for the purpose of improving both our financial 
contributions to our Masonic charities as well as our communications among 
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the brethren across the state. 


The Search Committee that was appointed worked diligently to find the 
right person to lead this program, and Brother James Medlin began his tenure 
in this capacity on July 1, 1994. A true expert with substantial experience in 
this field, Brother Medlin has been toiling unceasingly to organize a plan of 
action which will allow our lodges to improve their communications with their 
individual members, to improve the average gift made to our charities, and to 
provide assistance to those who would like to make some provision in their 
estates towards our Masonic charities. 


There is little question that the success of our Masonic charities will be 
greatly enhanced by the Development Program, and that Masonry in North 
Carolina will be greatly benefited as well. I encourage all of our members to 
become more involved in this program and to help insure a bright future for 
our charities as well as for our organization itself. 


JOSEPH MONTFORT MEDALS 


Pursuant to Reg. 88-01, the Grand Master is authorized to present up to 
three Joseph Montfort Medals to Master Masons in good standing in recogni- 
tion of outstanding service or achievement.

Lodge No. 40 in Raleigh on July 20, 1994, I was privileged to present a Joseph 
Montfort Medal to Worshipful Brother Lloyd Young, a member of Cary Lodge 
No. 198. Brother Young has demonstrated exemplary loyalty to the children 
of the Masonic Home for Children at Oxford, as well as to the Masonic Order 
in general, for many years.

THE MASONIC HOME FOR CHILDREN AT OXFORD 


1994 was a year of change and of progress for our children's home. 
Following the adoption of a resolution by the delegates to the Grand Lodge in 
April of 1994, the Board of Directors instituted a change in the name of the 
institution whereby what for many years was called Oxford Orphanage is now 
know as the Masonic Home for Children at Oxford. This means that the name 
ofthis home now more accurately reflects the segment ofthe population which 
it serves as well as the organization which has supported it with so much love 
and devotion over these many years. 


А note worthy event occurred in August of 1994 when a group of black 
children were admitted to the Home. While the Charter of the Home has long 
provided that the Home would not discriminate with regard to "race, color, 
national origin, sex, religious denomination or locality," the fact remained 
that in its 122 year history, there had been no known instances when black 
children had resided there. While there were initially some concerns ex- 
pressed by a few ofour members, and some emotional opinions were delivered, 
it is now apparent that these children have become a relevant segment of the 
residents at the Home, having assumed a similar niche to that which all 
children at Oxford have chiseled out in the past. It is refreshing to know that 
the brethren of our fraternity are willing to help children of all backgrounds, 
even if those backgrounds might be completely different than theirs. 


Work has been progressing in other areas as well. The Long Range 
Planning Committee for the Home is still in the process of completing a survey 
ofthe property in order that a complete Land-Use Plan may be developed. The 
Home as several hundred acres of property, and it is the intent of the Board 
of Directors to insure that the use of the property is properly planned for the 
long-term benefit of the Home rather than simply allowing haphazard deci- 
sion making in response to events as they occur. 


The annual St. John's Day Celebration, held on June 25, 1994, was an 
outstanding success, as usual. The crowds seem to keep growing year by year, 
and the cooperation of our three Shrine temples in putting on an extremely 
enjoyable parade as well as helping to feed everyone was instrumental in 
providing another of the best Masonic celebrations to be found anywhere. 
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The census ofthe Home continues to hover at a level of about 160 students, 
ranging in age from infants to high school age and just beyond. I would like 
to encourage all of our lodges to increase their activity in locating youngsters 
that can benefit from the care and love provided at our Home. The children we 
serve become valued members of society, and the more children that we can 
help, the more positive the influence on our communities will be. 


I would like to thank each ofthe members ofthe Board of Directors as well 
as the Administration for their continued cooperative efforts on behalf of the 
children at Oxford. It is with nothing but warm feelings that I conclude my 
time serving with this group, and I am deeply grateful for having had the 
opportunity to work with each of you. 


MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 


The work necessary to operate the Masonic and Eastern Star Home seems 
never ending. The Board of Directors have been exceptionally diligent in 
maintaining the high level of services which the residents of the Home enjoy 
throughout a time of transition and change. 


In July of 1994, Brother Tommy Jones, Administrator of the Home, 
submitted his resignation in order to pursue a similar position at the Masonic 
Home of Virginia. We continue to miss Tommy and Jill, as the love and 
compassion which they had together brought to our residents cannot be easily 
replaced. Ella Payne, Assistant Administrator of the Home, assumed the 
duties of Administrator until her retirement at the end of the year, and we are 
deeply grateful for her years of service and devotion to our residents, espe- 
cially during these few months of realignment. 


А search committee worked tenaciously to locate an individual to help 
lead our Home, and we are extremely pleased to welcome Brother John А. Rose 
to North Carolina as the new Administrator in Greensboro. Brother Rose held 
a similar position at the Masonic Home in California, and it is felt that the 
blend of business expertise and interpersonal skills which he possesses will 
allow him to take his place as one of the truly stellar leaders with which our 
Home has had the good fortune to be blessed. 


The Long Range Planning Committee at the Home is continuing its work 
to develop a Master Plan for renovation and expansion of the physical facility. 
This includes several phases, the first of which involves the construction of a 
new Care Center (which all of us have been thinking about for a number of 
years) and the renovation of the existing Care Center for new residential 
areas. It is expected that this first phase of expansion will permit operation 
of the Care Center in a considerably more efficient manner, resulting in 
extensive financial benefits as well as improved services for our residents. 


On October 1, 1994, a golf tournament to benefit the Home was held in 
Greensboro, jointly sponsored by the Grand Lodge and the Grand Chapter of 
the Order of the Eastern Star. This resulted in contributions to the Home of 
over $60,000.00, and demonstrates the blessing that has been bestowed by the 
cooperation of these two Masonic organizations.

It has been a privilege to work with the members of the Board of Directors 
of the Home, and I will treasure each moment we have shared for many years 
to come.

Iam most grateful for the friendships that Ihave made 
and for the extraordinarily enjoyable times that I have been fortunate enough 
to experience. 


OTHER VISITATIONS 


In addition to the thirty-nine District Meetings and the regular quarterly 
meetings of the Boards of Directors of both of our Masonic Homes and the 
Board of General Purposes, I had the opportunity during the year to attend 
over one hundred additional Masonic functions. A detailed listing of these 
activities is available in the minutes of the several meetings of the Board of 
General Purposes.

Children at Oxford, the Grand Master's Class of the Raleigh York Rite Bodies 
Fall Festival, the Grand Master's Class of the Raleigh Scottish Rite Bodies 
Fall Reunion, the Fall Shrine Ceremonial of Oasis Temple in Asheville, the 
Wilson Scottish Rite Club in Wilson, the Albert Pike Scottish Rite Club in 
Hamlet, and Camp Lejeune Chapter No. 329 of the National Sojourners in 
Jacksonville. 

А singularly special event occurred on February 8, 1995, when I had the 
opportunity to travel to the home of Brother Arthur L. Rinehart to present him 
a plaque in commemoration of his seventy-five years of service to the Masonic 
Fraternity. 


PHYSICAL DISABILITIES 
During the year, I was requested to approve waivers of physical disabili- 
ties for a number of petitioners for the degrees in Masonry. In each case, the 
District Deputy Grand Master of the District in which the petition was 
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received, made a personal investigation of the petitioner and reported to me. 
I wish to commend each of them for the prompt and efficient manner in which 
they handled these investigations. Based upon the reports and recommenda- 
tions received, I approved the waiver of physical disability for 26 petitioners. 
Unfortunately, it was necessary to deny the waiver in one instance. 


DISPENSATIONS GRANTED 


At the time this report was being prepared, I had granted twenty-two 
dispensations. These dispensations had been granted to accomplish the 
following purposes. 


Six dispensations were granted to elect officers and fill lodge vacancies 
created by death, resignation or failure to elect in December. 


Four dispensations were granted for visitation with subordinate lodges in 
other Grand Jurisdictions. 


Two dispensations were granted for out-of-state visitations in our subor- 
dinate lodges. 


Ten dispensations were granted to permit lodges to hold meetings other 
than at the regular meeting place. 


ORDER NO. 1 


It has been brought to my attention that there are existing in Black 
Mountain Lodge No. 663 numerous deficiencies in the proper operation of the 
lodge. À Masonic lodge is a place of reverence and decorum, which, when 
functioning properly, becomes not only a source of pride for our Fraternity, but 
also a hallowed ground for learning by our candidates. 


After due investigation into the activities of Black Mountain Lodge No. 
663, it has become apparent that the officers and members are in need of a 
great deal of Masonic instruction, with regard to both the letter as well as the 
Spirit of our ritual. 


In order that the officers and members of Black Mountain Lodge No. 663 
may more properly conduct the business of their lodge both now and in the 
future it is ту ORDER: 


1.  Thatthelodge receive a Lecture Service, to be delivered by Brother 
Wayne Black, C.L., a member of the Board of Custodians; such 
Lecture Service to be completed no later than October 31, 1994. 


2. That my personal representative in the form of M.'.W.'.Ray Norris 
shall be present at each and every stated or emergent communica- 
tion of the lodge between the date of this ORDER and December 31, 
1994; that M.'.W.'.Ray Norris shall be notified of the date and time 
of each meeting; that M.'.W.'.Ray Norris shall have the right to 
appoint another representative to act in his place should the need 
arise; and no meeting of Black Mountain Lodge No. 663 shall take 
place during the time designated in this ORDER unless my personal 
representative is present. 

It is my sincere hope that the officers and members of Black Mountain 
Lodge No. 663 will be able to learn from the instruction that they will receive 
over the next few months, the true meaning of Masonry and, in the future, 
better carry on the work of our beloved Fraternity. 


Given under my hand and seal at Raleigh, North Carolina, this nine- 
teenth day of July, 1994. 


ORDER NO. 2 


Following the onset of a dispute occurring between the Master, Secretary, 
andone ofthe members of Franklin Lodge No. 109, I was asked by the member 
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involved, W.'.Brother Fred J. Garner, Р.М., to investigate the possibility of 
inappropriate actions on the part of the Master and Secretary. The matter 
involved the purchase of new degree costumes for the lodge and the manner 
in which funds were obtained for their purchase. I have completed a full 
investigation into the matter, and I have come to the following conclusions: 


1. That neither the Master nor the Secretary are in violation of 
Masonic law in the method in which funds were obtained. 


2. That the current dispute is the result of a continuing personal 
conflict between the parties involved. 


3. That W.'.Brother Fred J. Garner, in instigating this investigation, 
has simply attempted to discredit the efforts of the Master and 
Secretary in managing the affairs of Franklin Lodge No. 109. 


Any attempt to interfere with a lodge officer in the performance of his 
duties is clearly a violation of the spirit of Masonic law, as well as the letter 
of Regulation 97-02. Therefore, it is my ORDER that: 


W.'.Brother Fred J. Garner be prohibited from holding office in any 
subordinate lodge in North Carolina for a period of five years from the date of 
this ORDER. 


This Order shall be read in open lodge at the first stated communication 
after its receipt, attached to, and made a part of those minutes for that stated 
communication. 


Given under my hand and seal at Raleigh, North Carolina, this 28th day 
of July, 1994. 


ORDER NO. 3 


It has been brought to my attention that Burlington Lodge No. 721 
received the Application for Affiliation of Walter Clifton Scarlett on June 7, 
1994, and elected him to membership on July 5, 1994, without the application 
having been first certified by the Grand Secretary's office and returned to the 
lodge. 


The ballot taken on July 5, 1994, to elect Brother Walter Clifton Scarlett 
is clearly illegal under the positive language of Regulation 76-01 of THE 
CODE and is, therefore, NULL and VOID. 


Since the Grand Master is empowered to order another ballot in cases of 
this kind, I hereby order a reballot to Burlington Lodge No. 721 at the stated 
communication to be held on August 16, 1994.

ORDER NO. 18 


Irregularities in the fund-raising activities of Steel Creek Lodge No. 737 
were brought to my attention some time ago, and I have been carefully 
scrutinizing those activities for several months. Ап Emergent Communica- 
tion of Steele Creek Lodge No. 737 was called on March 17, 1995, for the 
purpose of discussing the lodge's fund-raising activities, and a full investiga- 
tion of those activities has-now been completed. As a result of that investiga- 
tion, I have come to the following conclusions: 

(1) That Steele Creek Lodge no. 737 has, over the last few years, been one 
of the leading lodges in the state in terms of raising funds to benefit our 
Masonic charities. The lodge is hereby commended for their charitable efforts. 

(2) That Steele Creek Lodge No. 737 has, for several years, improperly 
charged off general lodge expenses as expenses of charitable fund-raising 
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projects; this, in effect, resulted in the lodge using charitable funds for their 
own operating expenses, and is a flagrant violation of Regulation 95-48. 


(3) That Steele Creek Lodge No. 737 has failed to use proper accounting 
methods for their fund-raising projects, such that it would appear that a 
deliberate effort has been made to confuse the issue concerning what expenses 
are to be properly charge to their fund-raising projects. 


(4) That Steele Creek Lodge No. 737 has, in 1993 and 1994, conducted 
fund-raising projects beyond the limit of two per year, set by Regulation 95- 
48, and failed to properly apply for such projects or to provide adequate reports 
to the Grand Lodge Committee on Subordinate Lodge Special Activities 
concerning such projects; and that, after becoming fully aware that such 
violations of Regulation 95-48 were occurring, the lodge did willfully continue 
to pursue similar activity in 1995. This is a willful and flagrant violation ofour 
regulations, and can only be construed as an effort on the part of the lodge to 
completely disregard those regulations and operate as an independent entity, 
separate and distinct from the Masonic Order. 


(6) That Steele Creek Lodge No. 737 has failed to comply with numerous 
requests from the Grand Lodge Committee on Subordinate Lodge Special 
Activities to supply further information concerning their fund-raising activi- 
ties. 


Regulation 95-48(2) provides that violations of this nature will result in 
a lodge being required to show cause why its Charter should not be arrested; 
however, in light of the enthusiasm shown by the lodge members on behalf of 
Freemasonry, and particularly with regard to the past benevolence of the 
lodge, it is obvious that other action should be taken. It is therefore my 
ORDER: 


(1) That Steele Creek Lodge No. 737 is hereby reprimanded and admon- 
ished to comply with the regulations of Masonry; particularly Regulation 95- 
48 fully and completely, both as to the letter as well as the spirit of said 
regulation; and that the lodge will in the future use proper accounting 
methods for its fund-raising activities, and will allocate actual expenses of 
fund-raising activities to those activities rather than using arbitrary methods 
of establishing those expenses such as voting upon them in open lodge; 


(2) That the Master, W.'.Brother K.D.C. is hereby reprimanded and 
admonished to insure that the lodge complies with the regulations of the 
Grand Lodge. 


(3) That the Secretary, W.'.Brother J .С.А., JR. is hereby reprimanded 
and admonished to insure that he provide adequate information to the Master 
and to the lodge, when available to him, to insure that the lodge complies with 
the regulations of the Grand Lodge. 


(4) That the following members ofthe Board of Trustees and the Commit- 
tee on Finance and Budget of Steele Creek Lodge No. 737 are hereby removed 
from office or from any committee on which they currently serve, and are 
hereby prohibited from serving as an officer or as a member of any committee, 
board or commission in a subordinate lodge in North Carolina for a period of 
no less than three years from the date of this ORDER:

North Carolina in April of 1996; that W.'.Brother William Е. Navy shall have 
the right to appoint another representative to act in his place should the need 
arise; and that no communication of Steele Creek Lodge No. 737 shall take 
place unless such personal representative is present; 


(6) That any future Master of Steele Creek Lodge No. 737 who knowingly 
or willfully permits the lodge to violate Regulation 95-48, or fails to cooperate 
with the Grand Lodge Committee on Subordinate Lodge Special Activities 
shall be removed from office by the Grand Master. 


Steele Creek Lodge No. 737 has for quite some time provided significant 
financial support for our Masonic charities, as well as serving as a center for 
activity in its community. It is my sincere wish that the lodge will continue 
those admirable efforts in a way that is totally compatible with the regula- 
tions and principles of our Grand Lodge. 


This ORDER shall be read in open lodge at the first stated communication 
after its receipt, attached to, and made a part of the minutes for that stated 
communication.

RECOMMENDATIONS 


I recommend that this Grand Lodge continue its usual support and 
appropriations for the Masonic Home for Children at Oxford, the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home at Greensboro, the Masonic Service Association, the 
George Washington Masonic National Memorial Association, the Conference 
of Grand Masters of Masons of North America, the Conference of Grand 
Secretaries of North America, and the Southeastern Masonic Conference. 


I recommend the continuation of our support for our Masonic Youth 
Activities, particularly as evidenced by the program initiated by Most Wor- 
shipful Ray Norris to establish a new chapter of DeMolay in each Masonic 
District. | 


I recommend the continuation of the Childhood Immunization Program 
which has been initiated in cooperation with the state of North Carolina. 


I recommend the continuation of the educational seminars which have 
been conducted in most recent years by the Committee on Masonic Research 
and Development. 


I recommend the initiation of a new Grand Lodge Committee for Long 
Range Planning, consisting of the officers of the Grand Lodge in the line of 
succession to the station of Grand Master. 


I recommend the continuation of the annual training session for District 
Deputy Grand Masters. 


I recommend the continuation of the program which has been instituted 
to revise the existing Lodge System of Masonic Education being conducted by 
the Committee on Masonic Ceremonies and Miscellaneous Publications, and 
that the Committee be provided the necessary funds to properly complete the 
project. 

I recommend that each of our subordinate lodges continue to be urged to 
insure that their financial structure will allow them to operate on a fiscally 
responsible basis; that their dues be sufficient to pay their operating costs and 
provide at least a modest annual addition to their savings; and that their 
savings be sufficient to cover unforeseen emergencies as well as the general 
depreciation of their physical facilities. 


I recommend that the Board of Custodians be authorized and directed to 
revise the existing Official Standard of the Work, in order to consolidate the 
OSW into one volume and to correct whatever errors and inconsistencies exist, 
and to present such revision to the delegates of this Grand Lodge at a future 
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Annual Communication for their approval, along with recommendations 
regarding the financing of such revision, the distribution of such revision 
(including the possibility of the Work being made available to the general 
membership), and the codification of the printed OSW (whether the OSW 
should be printed in code, plain English, or some combination thereof). 


I recommend strongly that you, the delegates to this Annual Communica- 
tion, approve the 1995 revision of THE CODE as has been presented at the 
state-wide seminars and on which the Committee on the Code Revision has 
spent so many endless hours in an effort to produce a document which will 
make the lives of so many of our brethren so much easier.

I would be completely out of line if I did not comment on the invaluable 
assistance and the unflagging support provided by the staff in our Grand 
Lodge Office here in Raleigh. To have the opportunity to work with such 
delightful and hard working people as Mrs. Cornelia Liacos, Mrs. Joyce 
Watson, W.'.Brother Walton Clapp, Assistant to the Grand Secretary, and 
R.'.W.'.R. Pete Dudley, Grand Secretary is a joy and a privilege. Each of them 
has been so continually helpful and pleasant, and І shall miss working with 
them so very much. 


I would particularly like to thank Brother Pete Dudley for his constant 
attention to the concerns of our Fraternity, for his keen insight, and especially 
for his friendship over the course of these past few years. Traveling across the 
state with him has been a joy, and we have shared many happy times together 
as we attempted to tend to the many matters which presented themselves. I 
shall be forever indebted to him and to his lovely wife, Doris, for all that they 
have done on my behalf and on behalf of Freemasonry while Pete has been 
serving in our Grand Secretary's office. 


STATE OF THE CRAFT 


It is pleasing to report to you that the general condition of our gentle craft 
is excellent, in spite of the problems and difficulties which we have been 
facing. While our membership continues to decline, I am happy to note that, 
over the last fifteen years, the decline in membership in North Carolina has 
been slower than in other jurisdiction in North America. And, in traveling to 
other jurisdictions, I have found continuing evidence of the high esteem with 
which the Masons of North Carolina are held. I attribute these findings to a 
strongly conservative and yet progressive attitude in our general population, 
an administrative structure that provides strong central leadership and yet 
allows and even encourages a great deal of autonomy in our subordinate 
lodges, and in our good fortune in having experienced, in general, good 
leadership in the past. I would have to state also that, if it is true that our 
society is beginning to shift away from the generations of the “hippies” and the 
“what’s in it for me?” crowd, and towards a focus on quality of life issues, then 
a resurgence in Masonic membership cannot be far behind. 


We continue to be the recipients of a rather high degree of criticism, 
particularly from fundamentalist religious groups. In my opinion, as long as 
our organization has a religious aspect to it, there will be those in our society 
who will criticize us and attempt to impugn our integrity and reputation. But 
this should not give us cause to alter our basic stance, which has been for 
centuries to simply demonstrate our work through our actions and our deeds 
rather than to make public displays with hollow rhetoric. I do believe, 
however, that it is appropriate, as well as consistent with our traditions, to 
make every effort possible to allow the public at large to view our fraternity 
as the champion of those noble sentiments and basic values by which we all 
attempt to live our lives. 
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It is heartwarming to note the congenial relationships which we enjoy 
with our other Masonically affiliated organizations. This is particularly true 
of our three Shrine temples, as is exemplified by the numerous instances in 
which their units help to enhance the enjoyment of Masonic functions, as well 
as the hospitality which they so frequently extend to representatives of the 
Masonic Order. And, of course, I must comment on how pleasant it is to work 
side by side with the members of the Order of the Eastern Star, towards a 
common goal which we all cherish: the Masonic and Eastern Star Home at 
Greensboro. Working with such a charming and radiant person as Sister 
Emma B. Rumley, Worthy Grand Matron, has made the endless trials 
associated with the changing environment at Greensboro seem so much more 
enjoyable than would otherwise have been possible. 


I am extremely happy to note the success that our focus on Masonic Youth 
Activities is enjoying. Although it will probably be quite some time before we 
achieve the goal of establishing a chapter of DeMolay in each of our Masonic 
Districts, good progress is being made. The North Carolina Association, Order 
of DeMolay was one of the few jurisdictions that exceeded its membership 
goals in 1994, and it appears that this growth will continue in 1995. In 
addition, plans are being made to constitute another Bethel of Job's Daugh- 
ters in addition to the three already functioning. What a pleasure it is to see 
young people growing into the type of adults that will be beneficial to our 
fraternity and our society in the future! 


I would specifically like to comment on the attitude of our membership 
with regard to one word: CHANGE. At our District Meetings this year, a 
number changes were discussed, some of which we are already experiencing 
and some of which may or may not be coming in the future. The discussions 
of these changes have been, for the most part, constructive and amiable, and 
I have been exceptionally pleased by the willingness of our brethren to 
consider and debate in a very reasonable manner ideas which sometimes are 
first seen as being quite foreign to many of our members. It is obvious that, if 
our organization is to remain a vital force in the world of tomorrow, then we 
will have to adapt to our changing environment in order to accept the 
challenges that are to come. 


This does not mean, however, that we should change the principles by 
which our Fraternity has made itself known for so many years. In fact, itis my 
opinion that our members need only to look back at our rich heritage, and 
remember what it is that sets our organization apart from so many other 
organizations. It is the values and the ideals which each of us holds so dear, 
and as long as there are men who desire the freedom to govern themselves and 
to worship to their God, then there will be а place in which those men can come 
together, to share those common beliefs, to exchange ideas, and to enjoy the 
fellowship of their friends and brethren. That place will be a Masonic lodge. 
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appreciation. It is my hope that, were M.'.W.'.Brother Stiles still with us 
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To our Past Grand Masters, without whose leadership, wisdom, and 
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for strength and support. 
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ideas and the manpower to assist in implementing the programs which are 
being undertaken, and to help solve so many ofthe problems, great and small, 
that always seem to come along, I extend my most heartfelt thanks and my 
pledge of undying support as you progress through your Masonic journeys. 
You are such a special group of men, and our Grand Jurisdiction is indeed 
fortunate to have such strong leadership available in the coming years. 


To Illustrious H. Lloyd Wilkerson, 33rd, Deputy Grand Commander, 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry, Southern Jurisdiction, I 
wish to extend my deepest gratitude for your friendship, wise council, and 
generous hospitality. Our fraternity is so fortunate to have someone of your 
wisdom and insight, and I appreciate so very much all that you continue to do 
for us. 


To my predecessor in office, Most Worshipful Brother Richard G. Moore, 
whose friendship and wise counsel has meant so much to me over these many 
months: thank you, Rick; you helped provide a much easier path to follow. 


To Most Worshipful Jerry G. Tart, Past Grand Master, who has provided 
me with continued thoughts and ideas, and served as a kind ear on so many 
occasions: Thank you so much for all you have given to me and to our Grand 
Jurisdiction. 


To the officers and members of my lodge, Hiram Lodge No. 40 in Raleigh: 
Thank you, my brethren, for all of your thoughts, your kindness, and your best 
wishes during these last several years.

SPECIAL REPORT 
MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 
(Docket No. 37) 

The Grand Master introduced Brother John Rose, the new 
Administrator of The Masonic and Eastern Star Home. Brother 
Rose presented the following Special Report from the Board of 
Directors and the Administrator. 


After the report, Brother Robert P. Dudley, Grand Secre- 
tary, made a motion that the Grand Lodge support and approve 
the plan of our Board of Directors for the construction of a new 
skilled nursing facility and the renovation ofthe Robert N. Bass 
Care Center as an assisted living facility and that they should 
proceed at their discretion. The motion was seconded. 


M.'.W.Brother І. В. Thomas, Jr., P.G.M. stated: “I am, 
however, concerned about the use of the words in the motion, 
support and approve, so vast a project as this without having the 
details, plans, costs and the ability to repay the indebtedness 
before we make the commitment to support and approve. 
Therefore, Most Worshipful Sir, I must be opposed to this 
motion at this time." 


On vote, the motion was defeated. 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


I would like to take a moment to express my sincere appreciation to my 
Brethren of North Carolina. On February 1st, I began my labor as your new 
Administrator of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home. I arrived alone and my 
wife, Sherry, joined me 30 days later. 


After twenty years a Master Mason and 14 years the Administrator of the 
Masonic Homes of California, I believed I fully understood the camaraderie of 
Freemasonry. The fraternal welcome you have accorded me cannot be de- 
scribed. 
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I have been humbled by the residents and Board members ofthe Home as 
well as by the brethren of the several lodges I have attended. If this welcome 
represents Masonry in North Carolina, then I am proud to have returned to 
my great grandfather's home state and to call this “Home.” 


My brethren, an important first task was for me to look, listen and learn. 
I have long held that an organization is like an organism in many intriguing 
ways. The personality of an organization is its culture. 


I have spend many hours reading the Board of Directors minutes, Board 
policies, Grand Lodge proceedings and memoranda which relate to the Home. 
I have talked to as many people as I could to quickly understand the Home, 
the residents, the fraternity in North Carolina and the resources available to 
meet your expectations. I have walked through the buildings at every hour 
and am intrigued with the history of our eighty-three year old Home. It seems 
to have taken on a personality, perhaps due to the many who have crossed over 
from our "Home" to that "House Not Made With Hands." I have looked, 
listened and learned and have been asked by the Directors to summarize what 
I have learned and describe their recommendations. 


The Bass Care Center no longer meets the legal and service standards of 
today. It is old and the rooms are too small. The building is an institutional 
model and is consistent with a former era where skilled nursing care was an 
imprecise science designed simply for old people who would soon die. 


Today, skilled nursing professionals are health care professionals whose 
processes and procedures involve increasingly complex technology. We pro- 
vide restorative care, social services and activities for people who live longer 
than ever before. 


We must be prepared for the 21st century when skilled nursing facilities 
will include subacute care, which is defined as care just below that provided 
by hospitals. The rising cost of health care dictates that we be prepared for this 
eventuality. 


Even today we try to get our residents Home from the hospital as soon as 
possible. Hospitals are not prepared for long term care in a social manner. As 
well, we should provide this care in a social model and not in an institutional 
setting. 

There is a relatively new term today: “Assisted Living." This care level is 
assistance for our residents with those simple activities of daily living which 
you and I take for granted. 


This carelevel was nonexistent just a few years ago, when, for a few simple 
frailties, older people would be shuttled to "That Place? to wait their destiny. 
Simple issues like hearing, seeing, assistance with movement, assistance 
with medications, and other aid which relates to embracing the environment 
can be mitigated architecturally and with personnel support. This level of care 
is not only less expensive than skilled nursing but enhances independence and 
thus dignity. The industry of caring no longer wishes to remove either 
independence or (most especially) dignity. 


Although our Home currently does provide some care which falls into this 
category, it is incumbent on us that we improve this care to a level consistent 
with our duty as Masons. 


Your Board of Directors, on April 8th, adopted a new mission statement 
which is consistent with our fraternal obligation to relieve the distressed. The 
mission, in part, says “. . Within a home-like environment, and insofar as is 
possible, every resident will be encouraged to be effectively interdependent 
and responsibly independent." 


Lets discuss our funding sources. The Masonic and Eastern Star Home 
has access to two Endowment Funds where only the interest earned is 
available to support operation costs of the Home. The Masonic and Eastern 
Star Home's endowment is designated solely to the Home. Income from the 
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Masonic Foundation's endowment is shared between the Children's Home in 
Oxford and the Adult Home in Greensboro. The residents contribute to the 
operating costs through asset and pension assignments or accommodation 
and maintenance fees. We are also dependent upon the generosity of our 
members who make contributions toward the cost of operations, to the 
endowment funds, who provide specific gifts to the Home, and who remember 
us in their wills, estates and legacies. We have approximately one and one half 
million dollars in a Care Center Building Fund which was made possible 
through very generous gifts from our members. 


You should think of the two Endowment Funds as a “personal trust,” the 
corpus of which you may never use. The money from residents through 
assignments and fees represents “ordinary income.” Estate giving symbolizes 
“contributions from family members”. The Care Center Fund can be consid- 
ered as a “savings account.” 


Individually, these several income sources have never been sufficient to 
meet the annual operating costs of our Home. Combined, these sources in 
recent years have usually been insufficient to meet the annual operating costs 
of our Home. Moreover, we do not have enough “savings” to pay for the 
improvements we need in Assisted Living and Skilled Nursing. 


The 21st century is the age of “Networking.” Organizations that remain 
“islands” will not thrive. Many will not survive. Organizations which talk to 
one another and form “win-win” relationships will be more efficient and 
effective. 


Organizations, like organisms, must learn to adapt to their environment. 
They need resources to survive (food). They need to work (a mission). They can 
be robust or sick (health). They can have balance (harmony). Organizations 
with obsolete missions will develop resource problems and die. Organizations 
can bleed resources and personnel and can be severely impacted when their 
resources are slowed and inefficient. In sum, an organization, like an organ- 
ism, must adapt to the world around it. 


The environment today calls for a better understanding of how private 
and public agencies, for profit and not-for-profit corporations, fraternal and 
non-fraternal groups can work together for a common goal. For example, in 
joining the Chamber of Commerce, the Home has found business friends who 
are also interested in their community. These business friends have found 
Freemasonry to be a wonderful organization. As well, we have relationships 
with private hospitals, laboratories, professional associations, city, state and 
federal governments. 


Seven days ago two attorneys representing a state and national agency 
advised non profit Continuing Care Retirement Communities to assess and 
evaluate their services and how they benefit the community in which they 
receive a favorable property and sales tax exemptions. This proactive ap- 
proach will protect several hundred thousands of dollars in annual tax 
exemptions and serve as a model for mutually beneficial networked relation- 
ships. The manner in which needs in skilled nursing will be met may help us 
withstand the scrutiny of state budgeteers, improve our image in the commu- 
nity and protect our endowments. 


Now we can see three important responsibilities for our Home and its 
Administration: (1) to maximize efficiency of every dollar, (2) to improve 
program effectiveness, and (3) to form mutually beneficial relationships with 
businesses, public and private agencies. 

Taking all this into consideration, your Board of Directors has considered 
the following action plan. 

1. Build a new Care Center. Consider a joint venture operation with an 

experienced private agency which has a history of efficient operations. 
This will allow our patients to maximize and more quickly use the 
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benefits to which they be entitled or eligible. 


2. Improve our Assisted Living program and renovate the existing Bass 
Care Center into Assisted Living accommodations. 


3. Implement a program designed to assist residents in applying for and 
obtaining public or private benefits to which they may be entitled or 
qualified. Examples of these benefits are private and public insurance 
policies, Medicare and Medicaid, Social Security, and Veterans Admin- 
istration benefits. 


The cost to implement and fund these action items needs to be addressed. 
In addition to the current building fund, the cost to build, furnish and 
implement the new Skilled Nursing and Assisted Living facility is projected 
to be no more than an additional six and one half million dollars. The Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home does not have sufficient funds to meet this need. 
Thereafter, there will be additional costs of operation. 


Therefore, we have three logical courses of action. 


1. Make no improvements. Restrict residents to only the number which 
can be served with current revenue sources. 


2 Delay any improvements until the funding needs have been met 
through donations and philanthropy. 


3. Finance six and one half million dollars and complete the project. The 
cost to finance this amount has been studied from three different 
avenues; conventional mortgage, government loans and tax free bonds. 
The debt service for such a loan would not exceed approximately 
$660,000 per year. By maximizing use of the benefits to which our 
residents are entitled or eligible, we will improve our operating effi- 
ciency, saving а least $900,000 per year provided services are provided 
in State licensed buildings which meet current local, state, and federal 
standards. 


In sum, it is possible to accomplish our lofty program goals with a net 
result ofincreased operating efficiency of approximately $240,000 per year. At 
the same time we will have protected our very valuable tax exempt status. 


The residents served in your Masonic Homes represent more than names. 
They are not society's broken toys. Every dollar spent represents tangible 
evidence that Masons accept their obligation. 


As Masons, you are able to look past wrinkles and the glassy eye of age. 
You allow that the residents in our care have value and worth and they 
deserve dignity. The Bible tells us to visit the fatherless and plead the widow’s 
cause. You are the rare people who understand that we are all children of God, 
just some older than others. 


The Home’s Board of Directors is excited at the results of a decade long 
study of the care program, our financial condition, and the indicators of a 
healthy organization in the future. 


The Directors of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home strongly recommend 
that the Grand Lodge support them in financing approximately six and one 
half million dollars to build, furnish and implement new Skilled Nursing and 
Assisted Living accommodations. 


In 1984 the Grand Lodge, by resolution, asked the Home’s Directors to 
make a report to the Grand Lodge regarding capital and operating funding 
programs of any skilled nursing expansion. Your Directors commit to you that 
no debt will be approved unless the debt service and additional operating costs 
can be absorbed through enhanced revenues and improved efficiency. 


With your support, we will pursue this phase of planning and advise all 
Lodges of our final decisions. Look for the day when Masters and Wardens 
together with the Directors and the Most Worshipful Grand Master join in 
turning the first spades of earth. 
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One day we will look in our mirror and see the face of those whom we serve 
today. It will be then that we remember how we served. Thank you again for 
your cordial and fraternal welcome. I look forward to the future as we pursue 
a modern day mission in a new environment.

The Secretary reported to the members that he had talked with the Grand 
Master concerning the lodges that were delinquent and had been instructed 
to furnish him with an up to date list of the lodges which were overdue. The 
Grand Master stated that he would give the Board his support in getting this 
work accomplished. 

The Secretary read a letter from Dewey L. Keller, Hibriten Lodge No. 262 
requesting permission to use robes in the Second Section of the Master 
Masons Degree. Photographs were passed around for the members to observe. 
Request was denied due to lack of information and not enough pictures. 

The Secretary read a letter from Brother Christopher B. Staley, Master, 
P. P. Turner Lodge No. 746 requesting permission to use robes in the Second 
Section of the Master Masons Degree and passed pictures to the members to 
observe. Request was denied due to lack of information and not enough 
pictures. 

Motion for denial of both requests made by Brother Ammons, seconded by 
Brother Joe Saunders. Motion carried. 

The Board stated they would consider approval ofthe robes and regalia for 
each lodge when proper information, photographs or brochure were fur- 
nished. 

Changesin the outline on Proficiency Examinations to incorporate supple- 
ments on Entered Apprentice and Fellowcraft Degrees were agreed upon and 
made. 

The Grand Lecturer gave a report on the area conference of District 
Deputy Grand Lecturers held in Goldsboro on June 4, 1994. This conference 
was profitable for all in attendance. 

The question concerning the Junior Deacon place being filled was dis- 
cussed since questions were raised at the area conference. Motion made by 
Brothers Saunders seconded by Brother Black that any time the Junior 
Deacon is away from his place that the chair will be filled and that all aprons 
in the Second Section of the Master Masons Degree be worn as Master 
Masons. Motion carried. 

The Grand Lecturer read a letter from the District Deputy Grand Lec- 
turer, Brother Donald Helton, District 39 recommending that Meadow Branch 
Lodge No. 578 have Lecture Service. Motion made by Brother Braswell, 
seconded by Brother Ammons that the Board grant approval and that the 
lodge proceed with the Lecture Service by getting the service of a Certified 
Lecturer outside of the lodge and completing the Lecture Service in the next 
few weeks. Motion carried. 

Motion made by Brother Saunders, seconded by Brother Black that the 
Board of Custodians reinforce the ruling made several years ago that three 
raps calls up the lodge whether made by the Master, Senior Warden or Junior 
Warden. Motion carried. 


SECOND MEETING 
September 9, 1994 


A meeting of the Board of Custodians was held in the Grand Lodge Office 
Building with all members present with the exception of Brother Charles 
Lewis and Brother E. Floyd Dunn. Brother Dunn and his wife are in the 
hospital with surgery. 

А letter was read from P. P. Turner Lodge No. 746 pertaining to a letter 
sent earlier requesting permission to use costumes for the second section of 
the Master Mason's Degree. Additional photographs were sent asking for 
reconsideration of the costumes. After examination of the new photographs 
and discussion, a motion was made by Brother Saunders, seconded by Brother 
Black, to approve the costumes. The motion was approved. 
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It was noted that four brothers had requested an extension for the 
Certified Lecturer examinations. A motion was made by Brother Black, 
seconded by Brother Braswell, to give the Secretary permission to authorize, 
at his discretion, these four and any additional requests that may arise before 
this year's examination begin. The motion was approved. 

There was a healthy discussion about the upcoming proficiency examina- 
tions to be held on the week of September 19-23. Several members ofthe Board 
expressed their support by stating which location they will be attending. 

The results of our area meetings held in Clinton, High Point, and 
Morganton, were discussed. Brother Black recommended to move the meeting 
in Morganton to Asheville, in order to be more accessible to the Western part 
of the State. Brother Braswell expressed his disappointment with the atten- 
dance ofthe seminars this year. In the future, the importance of the seminars 
will be stressed to the D.D.G.L.s and their attendance encouraged. 

It was discussed how to incorporate the new ritual on the first and second 
degree emergent communication into the proficiency examinations this year. 
It was unanimously decided to explain the difference of the two rather than 
going through both separately. 

À motion was made by Brother Ammons to appoint a committee to revise 
the O.S.W., seconded by Brother Saunders. The motion was discussed and 
approved. Chairman Massengill asked the Board to explore and bring recom- 
mendations to our January meeting on the topics of who to serve on this 
committee and ways to finance the printing. 

Brother Ammons reported that the new supplement for the Grand Lodge 
Officers on opening and closing the Grand Lodge had been printed and mailed 
to them. 

А motion was made by Brother Braswell, seconded by Brother Saunders, 
to rescind a previously made motion at our meeting on June 10, 1994, stating 
that aprons should be worn as Master Mason's in the Second Section of the 
Master Mason's Degree. The previous ruling on June 10, 1994 stated that: 
"Any time the Junior Deacon is away from his place, the chair will be filled, 
and all aprons in the Second Section of the Master Mason's Degree will be 
worn as Master Mason's". The part concerning the apron is now obsolete. The 
ruling now reads: "Any time the Junior Deacon is away from his place, the 
chair will be filled". 


THIRD MEETING 
January 13, 1995 


A letter from the Board of General Purposes was read and discussed. 
Motion made by Brother Braswell, seconded by Brother Saunders that the 
Board accept the recommendations of the Board of General Purposes in 
regards to wearing aprons as Fellowcraft in the second section of the Master 
Masons Degree and even though it is in conflict with the Official Standard of 
the Work that three (3) raps in the second section of the Master Masons 
Degree calls up only all who are active participants in the degree work. Motion 
carried. 


The Secretary was directed to check on several Laudamus certificates to 
Brothers who stated they had not received these certificates. The secretary 
informed the Board that each year at Grand Lodge all Certified Lecturers who 
had 15 years in the Certified Lecture Program were given their certificates 
and those not in attendance, the certificates were mailed by first class mail. 
Several duplicate Laudamus certificates to be mailed. 


Schools of Instruction were discussed. Motion made by Brother Saunders, 
seconded by Brother Ammons that a letter be mailed to all District Deputy 
Grand Lecturers stating that minimum requirements for Schools of Instruc- 
tions be followed as recommended on Page 9 in the booklet “Important 
Information Concerning the Lecture Service" and that black work and action 
parts should be incorporated. Motion carried 
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Even though the subject is covered in the "Important Information Con- 
cerning the Lecture Service" motion made by Brother Charles Lewis seconded 
by Brother Ammons that instruction of not less than 15 hours of actual 
Lecture Service be given excluding travel time. Motion carried. 


The chairman appointed а committee consistenting of Brothers Luigi 
Ammons, Chairman, E. Floyd Dunn and Joe Saunders to start working on 
changes to the Official Standard ofthe Work and bring suggestions back to the 
Board.

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Amend Regulation 43-12 by adding subsection 11: 
Reg. 43-12 


11. Lodges conducting any fund-raising activity shall complete any fund- 
raising project already underway before beginning another project. 

Amend Regulation 43-12 by adding subsection 12: 

Reg. 43-12 

12. The Grand Lodge Committee for Subordinate Lodge Special Activities 
shall have the power to approve charitable fund-raising sporting events 
and any normally acceptable related contest within such events so long as 
the fund-raising event and its related contest stay within the realm of 
amateur activities. 


Amend Regulation 43-12.1 by adding the word *consecutive" between 
the words “three days” to make it read as follows: 


1. The activity is conducted over a period of not more than three consecutive 
days.

Amend Regulation 47-7 by deleting the entire Regulation and substi- 

tuting in lieu thereof, the following new Regulation: 


Reg. 47-7 DELINQUENCY. The fact that the annual return of a lodge for a 
fiscal year is not received by the Grand Secretary on or before the first day of 
March of the succeeding year shall be prima facie evidence of delinquency. 


1. The lodge shall be assessed five dollars for each day it is delinquent 
beginning March first, which assessment shall not be waived, abated, or 
remitted except for good cause by action of the Grand Secretary upon 
written petition therefor. 


2. The Grand Master may suspend the Master or Secretary from office and 
may arrest or suspend the charter of the lodge for failing to file the annual 
return. 


A. Should thecharter be arrested or suspended, or the Master or Secretary 
be suspended, upon proper application, and on making due return and 
payment of its dues, assessments, and penalties provided by this 
regulation, the lodge or the officers may be restored to its former rank 
and privileges by the Grand Master, and he shall report his action to the 
Grand Lodge.

Amend Regulation 86-2(32) to read as follows:

We have carefully reviewed the actions ofthe 
Judge Advocate and hold that the Judge Advocate was in error in not 
processing the complaint for trial. 


5. Trial Docket No. 623: In the matter of the charges preferred against 
J.B.S., a master mason, a member of Lebanon Lodge No. 207, А. F. & A. M. 
This brother was tried before a trial commission convening on the 13th day of 
October, 1994. The penalty was expulsion. We have carefully reviewed the 
actions of the trial commission and recommend that the expulsion be upheld. 

6. Trial Docket No. 625: In the matter of the charges preferred against 
D.W.C., a master mason, a member of Marietta Lodge No. 444, A. F. & A. M., 
Ramseur, North Carolina. The Judge Advocate determined that sufficient 
grounds did not exist for action againstthe supposingly offending brother, and 
therefore dismissed the complainant's complaint. We have carefully reviewed 
the actions of the Judge Advocate and hold that the Judge Advocate was in 
error in not processing the complaint for trial. 

7. There are two (2) petitions for restoration. The Committee has care- 
fully considered all of these petitions, and do make the following recommen- 
dations:

COMMITTEE ON APPEALS 
(Docket No. 41) 


The following report of the Committee on Appeals was 
presented by W.'.Brother Earle R. Purser, Chairman, and upon 
motions duly seconded, was adopted by sections, then adopted 
as a whole: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


1. We have reviewed the record on all cases which have been completed 
since the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge in 1994 and now 
pending before the Committee wherein the àccused has been expelled under 
the provisions of Regulation 99-22 of THE CODE of 1948, as amended, and in 
none of which the accused appealed from the decision of the Judge Advocate. 
We particularly directed our attention to the strict compliance with the 
Regulation, and in each of these cases recommend that the decision of the 
Judge Advocate be affirmed by the Grand Lodge. 


(a). Trial Docket No. 622: In the matter of the charges preferred against 
J.G.M., Jr., a master mason, a member of Seaside Lodge No. 429, A. F. & А. 
M. This brother was expelled on June 5, 1994 by the Judge Advocate. 


(b). Trial Docket No. 624: In the matter of the charges preferred against 
A.W.C.,a master mason, a member of Widow's Son Lodge No. 75, A. F. & A. 
M., Camden, North Carolina. This brother was expelled by the Judge Advo- 
cate on December 12, 1994. We recommend that the actions of the Judge 
Advocate be upheld. 


(c). Trial Docket No. 630: In the matter of the charges preferred against 
C.M., a master mason, a member of Meridian Lodge No. 728, A. F. & A. M., 
Charlotte, North Carolina. This brother was expelled on February 15, 1995 by 
the Judge Advocate. We recommend that the actions of the Judge Advocate be 
upheld. 


2. In the matter of communication by brother R.L.L., a master mason, a 
member of Pioneer Lodge No. 685, Winston Salem, North Carolina. This 
brother attempted to prefer charges against another master mason. The 
Judge Advocate carefully reviewed that complaint ofthe complaining brother 
and found that there was no probable cause to issue charges against the 
supposingly offending brother. The Judge Advocate submitted the file to the 
Committee on Appeals. We have carefully considered the actions ofthe Judge 
Advocate, and find them to be in order. 


3. Trial Docket No. 626: In the matter of the charges preferred against 
E.F.M., a master mason, a member of Jefferson Penn Lodge No. 384, А. Е. & 
А. M., Reidsville, North Carolina. The Judge Advocate dismissed these 
charges. We respectfully uphold the actions ofthe Judge Advocate. He advised 
the complainant in a letter dated February 13, 1995 that he would tender the 
complaint filed to the Committee on Appeals. The Judge Advocate should have 
advised the brother how to file a complaint and should have not advised that 
"If any decision is reversed, I will assist you in any way possible in prosecuting 
this matter." We hold that the Judge Advocate was in error in no processing 
the complaint for trial. | 
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9. A subordinate lodge conducting any fund-raising activity shall file a 
financial report on the project within sixty (60) days after completing the 
project with The Grand Lodge Committee for Subordinate Lodge Special 
Activities. The lodge shall report the type of project, the purpose for which 
it was conducted, funds to be accounted for and distribution of profits.
